HE abovementioned Libel ſets forth 

that William Earle, of the pariſh of 
Chelſea, in the county of Middleſex, Eſq. 
did on or about the firſt of May 1750, in- 
termarry with Katherine Francke, now 
Katherine Earle. That in 1764, the faid 
Katherine Earle, unmindful of her conju- 
gal vow, did commence a lewd and adul- 
terous intimacy and correſpondence, by 


letters and otherwiſe, with one Charles 


Holland, of the pariſh of St. Paul, Covent- 


Garden, in the county of Middleſex, one 
of his Majeſty's company of comedians ; 
with whom Katherine Earle had frequent 


Q 2 private 
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private meetings, as well at the lodgings of 
the ſaid Charles Holland, as at the apart- 
ments of William Earle, Eſq. in the 
Royal Hoſpital at Chelſea, and at other 
places, when they committed the foul 
crime of adultery, &c. The party propo- 
nent therefore prays right and juſtice to be 
effectually done and adminiſtered to him 
and his party in the premiſes, &c. and that 
William Earle may be divorced from bed, 


board, and mutual cohabitation with Ka- 
therine Earle his wife, &c.

The Depoſition of Frances Nightingale. 


FRANCES NIGHTINGALE (wife of 
Richard Nightingale) now living with 
Rice, Eſq. in Hertford Street, in the 
pariſh of St, George, Hanover Square, in 
the county of Middleſex, aged twenty. 
three years, depoſes and ſays, that ſhe knows 
and is well acquainted with William Earle 
of the pariſh of Chelſea, in the county of 
Middleſex, Eſq. and Katherine Earle, 
wife of the ſaid William Earle, the parties 

| in 
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in this cauſe; and has known Katherine 
Earle, ever ſince the month of December 
laſt, and came ſo to know her by her com- 
ing to the lodgings of Alicia Gilbert, 
ſpinſter, fituate in Arundel Street, in the 
Strand; where this deponent then was on 
a viſit: and that ſhe has known and been 
acquainted with William Earle fince the 
month of May laſt, by his being intro- 
duced to her by the ſaid Alicia Gilbert, 
relating to this cauſe : ſhe further faith that 
ſhe has frequently ſeen Katherine Earle, in 
company with Charles Holland, at the 
lodgings of Alicia Gilbert, during the time 
the deponent ſtaid there, which was about 
three months; and that once on a day, 
happening ſome time about New Year's day 
laſt, to the beſt of her recollection, the 
ſaid Charles Holland either called upon 
Alicia Gilbert at her aforeſaid lodgings, or 
Alicia Gilbert, and the deponent, called 
upon him at his lodgings; and he went 
with Alicia Gilbert, and this deponent, to 
the apartments of the faid William Earie 
at Chelſea aforeſaid ; and there dined with 
Katherine Earle : and, on the twenty-ninth

4 William Earle, againſt 
of February laſt, to the beſt of her recol- 


lection as to the time, the deponent and 
Alicia Gilbert were upon a viſit to Kathe- 
rine Earle, at the apartments of William 
Earle at Chelſea; and the ſaid Charles 
Holland then came likewiſe to pay a viſit 
to Katherine Earle there, She further 
ſaith, that William Earle was abſent from 
his ſaid apartments, as well on the day that 
the deponent and Charles Holland dined 
with the ſaid Katherine Earle, as alſo on, 
the ſaid twenty-ninth of February. She 
further ſaith, that, to the beſt of her re- 
collection, Charles Holland dined with 
Katherine Earle at Chelſea, by appoint- 
ment of the ſaid Katherine Earle, and that 
the deponent has frequently ſeen letters 
from Katherine Earle to Alicia Gilbert, = 
deſiring her to appoint Charles Holland to 
meet her at the ſaid Alicia Gilbert's lodg- 
ings; and that frequently, in purſuance of 
the appointments mentioned in ſuch let- 
ters, Charles Holland and Katherine Earle 
have met together at the ſaid lodgings, 

She further ſaith, that, whenever Charles 
Holland and Katherine Earle met at Alicia 


Gilbert's 
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Gilbert's, they were left alone in the ſame 
room together, and alſo at the times the 
deponent was with them at Chelſea afore- 
ſaid; but whether, at ſuch times, they 
were locked in the room, or not, ſhe can- 
not ſay: and ſhe further ſaith, that on the 
: fixth of March laſt, Charles Holland and 
bY: Katherine Earle met at Alicia Gilbert's 
lodgings, by an appointment from Kathe- 
rine Earle, and ſupped there with Alicia 
Gilbert and the deponent: after they had 
been ſome time together in the ſaid lodg- 
ings, the deponent left the room; and, 
ſome ſhort time after, Alicia Gilbert alſo 
left the room, and came to the deponent, 
leaving Charles Holland and Katherine 
Earle alone together in ſuch room; and 
Alicia Gilbert, having a ſuſpicion from the 
contents of a letter ſhe had ſeen from Ka- 
therine Earle to Charles Holland, that the 
ſaid Katherine Earle intended to tell the 
125 ſaid Charles Holland of ſome affairs relat- 
| 7 ing to the ſaid Alicia Gilbert and her mo- 
| ; ther, and knowing the ſaid appointment, 
ſhe this deponent, in purſuance of a requeſt 
of Alicia Gilbert, previous to the ſaid 

Charles 
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Charles Holland's and Katherine Earle's 
meeting on the ſaid ſixth of March, bored 
a hole through a dark cloſet that was in 
the bed-chamber of Alicia Gilbert's lodg- 
ings; which cloſet was only parted by a 
thin partition from the dining-room, where 
Katherine Earle and Charles Holland uſed 


to be left together, at their meetings at the 


ſaid lodgings, in order to know whether 
Alicia Gilbert's ſuſpicions were true; and 
whether Katherine Earle did mention any 
thing about her to Charles Holland or not. 
And ſhe further ſaith, that, as ſoon as 
Alicia Gilbert had left the room, ſhe went 
into ſuch cloſet, and, after ſhe had been 
ſome time therein, the deponent aſked what 


ſhe had heard them ſay; to which ſhe re- 


plied, *< I can't hear them ſo as to make 
ſenſe of what they ſay: upon which, 
Alicia Gilbert came out of the faid cloſet, 
and the deponent went in and looked thro” 


the ſaid hole, where ſhe ſaw Charles Hol- 


land kneel down before Katherine Earle, 


and take up her clothes, ſo that the depo- 
nent ſaw the top of her ſtocking; and the 


ſaid Charles Holland ſtooped down, and, as

the deponent verily believes, kiſſed the 
ſaid Katherine Earle's knees; after which 
Charles Holland roſe up and took off his 
ſword, as the deponent believes, and walked 
acroſs the room to the door, and as the 
deponent verily believes, to faſten the ſame; 
but, as the deponent immediately came 
out of the ſaid cloſet, and never returned 
therein during the continuance of Kathe- 
rine Earle and Charles Holland in the ſaid 
room by themſelves, ſhe knows not what 
paſſed further between them; and of her 
own knowledge ſhe knows not further to 
depoſe, ſave that ſhe has, during her know- 
ledge of Katherine Earle, and at the time 
ſhe has been in company with her and 


Charles Holland, ſeen them kiſs each other 
ſeveral times, 


The ſame_witneſs upon interrogatories. 
To the firſt, the witneſs was admoniſhed, 
as directed, and then ſhe anſwers that ſhe 


never heard, nor does ſhe know, that the 
producent ever had any, inclination to be 


divorced from the produced, before the 


commencement of this ſuit, that ſhe never 
R declared 
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declared to the effect interrogate, but that, 
ſince the commencement of this ſuit, ſhe 
has heard Mr. Earle declare that he would 
take every method to be parted from the 
ſaid miniſtrant ; that ſhe has never had any 
correſpondence with the producent about 
his getting a divorce, fave he came to the 
reſpondent to know what ſhe could ſay as 
to the connection between Charles Holland, 
and the miniſtrant, and the ſaid producent 
then told the reſpondent, that he ſhould 
expect ſhe would ſpeak the truth, and fur- 
ther ſhe knows not to anſwer. 

To the ſecond, that the ſaid 8 
never declared to her, or to any other per- 


ſon, to her knowledge, to the effect men- 


tioned in this interrogatory. 

To the third, that the producent never 
heard from the reſpondent, nor any other 
perſon to her knowledge, nor had he any 
reaſon to believe from her, or any other 
perſon to her knowledge, that any amour 
or intrigue was carried on between the 
miniſtrant and Charles Holland interrogate, 
before the 22d of November 1764 inter- 
| rogate, 
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rogate, and further ſhe knows not to an- 
ſwer. 

To the fourth, that ſhe thinks herſelf 
under obligations to the producent, in- 
ſomuch that ſhe has at times wanted money 
to the amount of about twenty pounds, 
and the producent has let her have it at ſe- 
veral times, ſince his acquaintance with 
her, in which money ſhe now is indebted 
to him ; that the producent has been with 
the reſpondent twice at her lodgings at 
little Chelſea, ſince the beginning of this 
cauſe, to know what ſhe knew of the mat- 
ter in queſtion ; that ſhe has no intereſt in 
the event of this cauſe, nor has ſhe been 
promiſed, nor does ſhe expect to receive 
any thing whatever, if the ſentence goes in 
favour of the producent : that ſhe comes to 
be a witneſs in this cauſe at the requeſt of 
the producent, and was firſt ſpoke to about 


the ſame, ſome time in the month of May

ALICIA GILBERT, of Lucas's Street, 
in the pariſh of St. Mary, Rotherhithe, in 
the county of Surry, ſpinſter, aged twenty- 
three years, depoſes and ſays, that Kathe- 
rine Earle, wife of William Earle, E1q. 


one of the parties in this cauſe, was a re- 


lation of the deponent's father's firſt wife; 


by which means this deponent came to 
know and be acquainted with her ; and ſhe 
has known and been acquainted with her 
for about eighteen years, as ſhe now beſt 
remembers, and that ſhe came to know and 
be acquainted with the ſaid William Earle 
about fifteen years ago, by his marrying 
the ſaid Katherine Earle: and ſhe further 
ſaith, that ſome time about ten months 
ago, to the beſt of her remembrance as to 
the time, Katherine Earle ſent a letter to 


Charles Holland, one of his Majeſty's 


company of comedians, to meet her at the 
deponent's lodgings, in Arundel Street in 
the Strand; and, in purſuance thereof, 
Charles Holland did meet her on a Sunday 

2 at 
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at the ſaid lodgings, but the day of the 
month the deponent cannot recollect; 
which was the firſt time they had ever ſeen 
each other, as the deponent verily believes: 
and ſhe further ſaith, that, from that time, 
Katherine Earle and Charles Holland have 
had divers meetings together, as well at the 
deponent's lodgings, as at the apartments 
of William Earle at Chelſea, in the county 
of Middleſex; where this deponent has 
frequently ſeen him, as well at dinner with 
Katherine Earle, as at other viſits : all 
which viſits paid by Charles Holland to 
Katherine Earle, at Chelſea, aforeſaid, were 
in the abſence of William Earle; and, as 
the deponent verily believes, without his 
knowledge, 

The deponent further faith, that, by 
reaſon that ſhe well knows that ſome letters 
paſſed between Katherine Earle and Charles 
Holland, during the faid acquaintance, and 
by reaſon that this deponent once ſaw one 
of the ſaid letters from Katherine Earle to 
Charles Holland, wherein ſhe appointed 
him to meet her at the deponent's lodgings 
on ſome particular day; ſhe does verily 

belieye 
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believe that Katherine Earle did meet 
Charles Holland, as well at the deponent's 
ſaid lodgings, as at Chelſea, by the ap- 
pointment of Katherine Earle: and ſhe 
further ſaith, that when Katherine Earle 
and Charles Holland have had their mect- 
ings together, they have been left alone in 
one and the fame room together, at differ- 
cnt times, but never was locked in the ſaid 
room together, to the beſt of this depo- 
nent's knowledge. 

The deponent further faith, that, by the 
contents of the letter by her beforemen- 
tioned, ſhe found that Charles Holland and 
Katherine Earle, or one of them, had a 
correſpondence with ſome of the deponent's 
rclations about her, without her know- 
ledge ; and alſo ſeeing by the faid letter, 
that they were to meet at the deponent's 
lodgings on the next day, which was the 
fixth of March laſt, ſhe was determined to 
liſten, to hear if they ſaid any thing about 
her; and to that end, Frances Nightingale 
bored a hole through a partition, that 
parted a dark cloſet in the deponent's bed- 
chamber from the dining-room, where 


Katherine 
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Katherine Earle and Charles Holland uſed 


to be together, when they met at the de- 
ponent's lodgings: that, the ſaid Katherine 
Earle and Charles Holland met and drank 
tea together at the deponent's lodgings, on 
the ſixth of March, in purſuance of the ap- 
pointment ; and that, between tea and ſup- 
per, this deponent and Frances Nightingale 
(who then lived with the deponent) left 
Katherine Earle and Charles Holland to- 
gether in the ſaid room, and the deponent 
went into the ſaid cloſet for the purpoſe by 
her beforementioned; and, looking through 
the aforeſaid hole, ſhe ſaw Katherine Earle 
down upon the carpet in the ſaid room and 
Charles Holland upon her, the ſaid Kathe- 
rine Earle's petticoats up, and Charles 
Holland's breeches down: and this depo- 
nent does verily believe from their being in 
that ſituation, that Katherine Earle and 
Charles Holland did then and there com- 
mit the crime of adultery together, and had 
the carnal uſe and knowledge of each other ; 
and Katherine Earle and Charles Holland 
continued together, in the ſaid room, for a 
conſiderable time; but whether they were 
> locked 
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locked in the ſaid room, or not, ſhe does 
not know. 


The ſame witneſs upon interrogatories. 

To the firſt interrogatory the witneſs 
was admoniſhed, as directed, and then ſhe 
anſwers that ſhe never heard, nor does. ſhe 
know, that the producent ever had any in- 
clination er deſire of being divorced from 
the miniſtrant ; that ſhe never either before 
or after the 22d of November, 1764, heard 
the producent declare that, if he could get 
a'divorce from her, that was all he wanted; 
nor did ſhe ever declare to that or the like 
effect; that ſhe never held any correſpon- 
dence with the producent, relating to his 
getting a divorce, that ſhe does not know 
who gave the producent the firſt intelli_ 
gence, of an amour being carried on be- 
tween the miniſtrant and Charles Holland, 
interrogate, but has heard the producent 
fay he firſt had an account thereof 52 an 
anonimous letter. 

To the ſecond, that the 1 never 
declared to her, or to any other perſon, to 
her knowledge, to the effect interrogate. 
To 
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To the third, that the producent was 
not acquainted by the reſpondent, nor by 
any other perſon, to her knowledge, nor 
had he any reaſon from the reſpondent, or 
any other perſon to her knowledge, to be- 
lieve that there was any amour or intrigue 
carrying on between the miniſtrant and 
Charles Holland, previous to the 22d of 
November, 1764. 

To the fourth, that ſhe is no ways in- 
debted to the producent, nor is ſhe under 
any obigations to him, ſave as to any other 
friend ; that the producent came to the re- 
ſpondent at her lodgings in the Strand, in 
May laſt, to know how much ſhe knew of 
the cotinection between the miniſtrant and 
Charles Holland, with an intent for her to 
become an evidence, as well in this cauſe, 
as in a cauſe brought by him againſt Charles 
Holland at Weſtminſter, as the reſpondent 
verily believes; that ſhe is no ways in- 
tereſted in the event of this ſuit, nor has 
ſhe been promiſed, nor does ſhe expect to 
receive any thing, if the ſentence ſhould 
go in favour of the producent; that ſhe 
comes to be a witneſs in this cauſe, at the 

| 8 requeſt 
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requeſt of the producent, and was firſt 


ſpoke to about the ſame in May laſt. 

To the fifth, that the producent never 
maintained her, nor did he take the lodg- 
ings or apartments for her in Arundel 
Street, interrogate; that neither he, nor 
any other perſon, engaged to pay the rent 
thereof for her; that ſhe continued in the 
ſaid lodgings about four months; that ſhe 
quitted the ſame ſome time in March laſt, 
that ſhe paid for the ſaid lodgings herſelf, 
out of her own money ; that ſhe ſupports 
herſelf on her fortune, and has paid for her 
own lodgings, - and ſupported herſelf, ever 
ſince ſhe left Arundel Street as aforeſaid : 
that about three years ago, ſhe borrowed 
one hundred pounds of the producent, but 
has paid the ſame to him again.

BENJAMIN TAYLOR, now ſervant 
to, and living with William Earle, Eſq. the 
pProducent, aged eighteen years, depoſes and 

ſays 
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ſays, that he has lived as a ſervant with 
William Earle, Eſq. the producent, for 
three years laſt paſt, and now lives with 
him ; by which means he came to know 
and be acquainted, as well with him as 
with Katherine Earle, wife of the faid 
William Earle, the other party in this 
cauſe. And he further ſaith,” that, on a 
day, happening in or about the month of 
December laſt, a gentleman, whom the 
ſaid Katherine Earle then. called Helland, 
and whom he verily believes to be Charles 
Holland, one of his Majeſty's company of 
comedians, came to dine, and did dine, 
with Katherine Earle, at the apartments of 
the producent, in the Royal Hoſpital at 
Chelſea ; which was the firſt time the de- 
ponent ever ſaw him with Katherine Earle : 


that, from and after that time, Katherine 


Earle and Charles Holland, had frequent 
meetings together, as well at the faid apart- 
ments at Chelſea, as at the lodgings of 
Alicia Gilbert, in Arundel Street, in the 
Strand ; at which place this deponent has 
alſo ſeen them together; but he cannot 
recollect the particular times they have ſo 


8 2 met, 
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met; and, by reaſon that he attended Ka- 
therine Earle to the lodgings of Charles 
Holland, under the Great Piazza's in 
Covent Garden, at two different times, 
after the ſaid month of December; (but 
the time more particularly he cannot re- 
collect) he verily believes that they had 
likewiſe meetings together at Charles Hol- 
land's lodgings; and he further faith, that, 
by reaſon that he has frequently carried 
letters from Katherine Earle to Charles 
Holland, he does verily believe that Ka- 
therine Earle and Charles Holland have 
jad divers of their ſaid meetings, by the 
3 of Katherine Earle. by 

' He further faith, at the ſeveral times 
that Charles Holland has come to ſee her 
at Chelſea, the ſajd William Earle was 
always abſent ; and, as the deponent verily 
believes, never knew of his being there: 
and he further faith that, at different times 
when Charles Holland has been with her 
at Chelſea, and alſo at one of the times the 
deponent ſaw them together at the faid 
Alicia Gilbert's lodgings, they were alone 
together in one and the ſame room, for a 


: ET con- 
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conſiderable time; but whether at any of 
the ſaid times, the door of ſuch rooms was 
then locked, or not, he does not know. 
And he further ſaith, that, from the latter 
end of November, 1764, the ſaid William 
Earle withdrew himſelf from bed, board, 
and mutual cohabitation with Katherine 
Earle his wife, and has not lived or coha- 
bited with her ſince that time; and the 
reaſon thereof, as the deponent verily 
beljeves, was his having heard of the 
connection between Katherine Earle and 
Charles Holland, by reaſon of the ſaid 
William Earle ſoon afterwards commen- 
cing an action againſt Charles Holland, for 
%,crimina] correſpondence with Katherine 
Larle. 


He further ſaith, that he, the deponent, 


has had orders from Charles Holland to go to 
the Play, and ſuch orders have been wrote 
and figned by and with the proper hand- 
writing of Charles Holland ; and he has 
received from Charles Holland anſwers to 
the aforeſaid letters, which the deponent 
has carried him from Katherine Earle; 
which letters he has ſeen Charles Holland

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ſeal up, and the directions were alſo of the 
proper hand- writing o Charles Holland; 
whereby he came to know and be ac- 
quainted with his manner and character of 
hand- writing; and, now looking upon the 
exhibit, he ſaith, that he is ſure the whole 
ſeries and contents thereof were and are of 
the proper hand-writing of Charles Hol- 
land : and he further faith, that, ſome 
time either in the month of February, or 
March laſt, this deponent took in a letter 
from the poſtman at Chelſea, directed to 
Mrs. Earle, either at Chelſea College, or 
at the ſteward's apartments there, and the 
ſaid Katherine Earle being abſent, the de- 


ponent, in endeavouring to look into the 


ſame, tore the cover thereof ; upon which 
his fellow ſervant, Edith Garlick, broke 
the ſame quite open, and in the ſaid cover 
they found the very letter or exhibit now 
ſhewn to him, which cover to the beſt of 
the deponent's recollection, was burnt by 
the ſaid Edith Garlick : that, by reaſon of 
the ſaid letter being directed to Mrs. Earle, 


and by reaſon of Katherine Earle and 


Charles IIolland meeting at Alicia Gilbert's, 
| he 
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he does verily believe that by the word 
Leonora, mentioned in the ſaid exhibit, 
was and is meant and intended the ſaid 
Katherine Earle, party in this cauſe, and 
no other perſon ; and that by the letters 
(Mrs. G.) and the words her daughter, 
alſo mentioned in the ſaid exhibit, were and 
are meant and intended for the ſaid Alicia 
Gilbert, ſpinſter, and—Gilbert her mother, 
and further he cannot depoſe. 


The ſame witneſs upon interrogatories. 


To the firſt interrogatory the witneſs - 
was admoniſhed, as directed, then he an- 


ſwers, that he does not know, nor did he 


ever hear, that the producent had for a long 
time an inclination and defire of being di- 


vorced from the miniſtrant; nor did he 


ever hear the ſaid producent declare as 
interrogate, nor did the reſpondent ever 
declare to that effect, nor has he held any 
correſpondence with the producent relating 
to his getting a divorce; that he does not 
know who firſt gave the producent intelli- 
gence, about an amour being carried on 
between 
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between one Charles Holland and the mi- 
niſtrant. 

To the ſecond, that the producent never ; 
declared to him, nor to any other perſons, * 
to his knowledge, that if he could get a * 
divorce he intended to marry again; nor 
did he cver declare to him, or to any 
other perſon, to his knowledge, that if he 
could get a divorce he would marry Miſs 
Eſtcourt. 

To the third, that the producent never 
knew, nor had he any reaſon from the re- 
ſpondent, to believe, that there was any 
intrigue or amour between the miniſtrant 
and Charles Holland, before the 22d of 
November, 1764; but whether he had 
from any other perfon, the reſpondent 

knows not, nor did he ever hear. | 

To the fourth, that he borrowed five 
guineas of the producent, in the month of 

Augult laſt, but as there is almoſt as much 
due to him from the producent for wages, 
he cannot ſay exactly how much he is 
now indebted to him ; that he comes to 
be a witneſs in this cauſe at the requeſt of 
the producent, and he was firſt ſpoke to on 


the 
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the day he was produced, but when that 
was he cannot now recolle&; and further 
he anſwers negatively.

EDITH GARLICK, now ſervant to, 
and living, with, William Earle, Eſq. the 
producent, ſpinſter, aged twenty- nine 
years, depoſes and ſays, that the producent, 
William Earle, Eſq. and ſhe, the deponent, 
were born in the ſame town, to wit, at 
Malmſbury in the county of Wilts; by 


which means ſhe came to know him, and 


has ſo done ever fince ſhe was a child; 


and ſhe has known Katherine Earle, wife 
of the ſaid William Earle, Eſq. ever ſince 
they were married, by the ſaid William 
Earle bringing the ſaid Katherine Earle 
down to Malmſbury, upon their ſaid mar- 
riage ; but how long it is ſince then, ſhe 
cannot recollect, but that between fix and 
ſeven years ago, ſhe went to live as a ſer- 
vant with them, and has fo done ever 

Rs ſinee; 
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ſince; by which means ſhe came to be 
more particularly acquainted with them. 
She further ſaith, that ſome time towards

beginning of the month of January, 1771; 
and, by the ſame means, ſhe alſo came to 
know George Lambertſon, who was at 
that time in partnerſhip with Ambroſe 
Godfrey Hanckwitz, in his buſineſs of a 
chymiſt ; and he lodged and lived in the 
ſame houſe: that, in or about the month 
of September, 1770, Mary Baſſett in- 
formed the deponent, (on her return to 
town, having been abſent in the country 
for about a fortnight to ſee her friends) 
that ſhe thought there was ſomething very 
extraordinary in the behaviour of Dorothy 
Godfrey Hanckwitz, and George Lam- 
bertſon, towards each other; and the de- 
ponent, alſo obſerving great familiarities 
between them, ſhe began to ſuſpect that 

they carried on an adulterous correſpon- 
dence rener and accordingly deter- 
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mined to find out, if poſſible, whether 
they did carry on ſuch correſpondence or 
not: that this deponent, one evening, in 
the ſaid month of September, but the 
particular evening ſhe does not recollect, 
reſolved to fit up and watch them, (the 
faid Ambroſe Godfrey Hanckwitz being 
then out of town and not expected home 
that evening) and about, or ſoon after 
eleven o'clock that evening, the deponent 
went up ſtairs, under a pretence of going 
to bed, and left Dorothy Godfrey Hanck- 
witz, and George Lambertſon in the par- 
lour together: but, inſtead of going ta 
bed, the deponent went from a back- 
room up one pair of ſtairs, wherein ſhe 
lay, upon the leads which commands a 
view of the ſtair-caſe of the ſaid houſe, 
and of the window of the ſaid Dorothy 
Godfrey Hanckwitz's bed-chamber : that, 
| ſoon after the deponent had got upon the 
leads, ſhe ſaw George Lambertſon follow 
Dorothy Godfrey Hanckwitz up ftairs, 
with two lighted candles in his hands; 
and the ſaid Dorothy and George both 
went peter into the ſaid Dorothy's 


bed- 
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bed-chamber, and they ſhut the door after 
them: and the deponent, almoſt imme- 
diately afterwards, ſaw George Lambert= 
ſon open the inſide window-ſhutters, in 
the ſaid Dorothy's bed=chamber, and draw 
the window-curtains cloſe together ; and 
the deponent then went from the leads 
into the back dining-room, which was im- 
mediately under Dorothy Godfrey Hanck- 
witz's bed-chamber, and the deponent then 
heard the ſaid Dorothy and George talking 
to each other in ſuch bed-chamber ; and 
they continued alone therein for about a 
quarter of an hour; and then George 
Lambertſon came out, and went down 
ſtairs into the kitchen, and ſoon afterwards 
returned into Dorothy Godfrey Hanck- 
witz's bed-chamber, the deponent being 
{till in the back dining-room ; and he con- 
tinued with the ſaid Dorothy, in her bed- 
chamber for about half an hour; when 
they were diſturbed by Ambroſe Godfrey 
Hanckwitz coming home ugexpectedly, 
and knocking at the ſtreet- door: and the 
deponent verily believes that, whilſt Do- 
rothy Godfrey Hanckwitz, and George 


0 Lambert- 
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Lambertſon, were ſo in the ſaid Dorothy's 
bed-chamber together, they had the carnal 


uſe and knowledge of each other, and com- 
mitted the crime of adultery together.

LiBEL given in the 7th of November, 
7 $4 1768. 


HE above-mentioned libel ſets forth, 

that in the year 1755, the Moſt 
Noble Auguſtus Henry, Duke of Grafton, 
(then the Honourable Auguſtus Henry 
Fitz Roy, commonly called Earl of 
Euſton) made his addreſſes and courtſhip, 
in the way of marriage, to the Moſt Noble 
Ann, now Dutcheſs of. Grafton, (then 
the Honourable Ann Lyddell, daughter 
of the Right Honourable Henry Lord 
5 1 b Ravenſ- 
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Ravenſworth) who was at that time a 
ſpinſter, of the age of eighteen years and 
upwards : that the ſaid Henry Auguſtus, 
now Duke of Grafton, and Ann, - now 
Dutcheſs of Grafton, were lawfully 
joined in holy matrimony, on or about 
the twenty-ninth of January, 1756, in 
the preſence of divers noble and right 
honourable perſons : that they conſum- 
mated ſuch marriage by carnal copulation 
and procreation of children; and fo lived 
and cohabited, and conſummated ſuch 
their marriage together till their ſepara- 
tion: that the ſaid Duke of Grafton, 
from the time of his marriage with the 
ſaid Dutcheſs, always behaved towards her 
with true affection, and did all in his power 
to render her happy ; notwithſtanding 
which, towards the latter end of the year 
1763, and the beginning of the year 1764, 
her behaviour was ſuch as created great 
diſagreements between them ; and, in the 
ſaid beginning of the year 1764, her ill 
conduct, and declarations of an utter 
averſion to his Grace, determined him no 
longer to live and cohabit with her as his 
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wife: but, as ſhe: was then with child, 
and from the great affection and regard 
he had had for her, and from the earneſt 
defire of avoiding any ſtep that might in- 
jure her health, he deferred making known 
ſuch his determination till ſhe ſhould be 
ſafely delivered, and was out of danger: 
that, about ſix weeks after her Grace was 
delivered of ſuch child, ſhe went to her 
father's, the Lord Ravenſworth's houſe in 
the counties of Durham or Northum- 
berland : that, on the eleventh of January, 
1765, articles of agreement for a ſeparate 
maintenance for the ſaid Dutcheſs of 
Grafton were entered into, whereby the 
Duke agreed to allow her the ſum of three 
thouſand pounds per annum, to be paid 
quarterly: that, from the time of ſuch 


ſeparation to the preſent time, the Duke 


of Grafton had never had carnal know- 
ledge of the ſaid Dutcheſs, and never had 
any converſation or .perſonal intercourſe 
whatever with her, although by her often 
requeſted thereto, more eſpecially at a very. 
critical time : that, after the above-men- 
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tioned ſeparation, an intimacy aroſe be- 
tween: the Dutcheſs of Grafton, and the 
Right Honourable John, the preſent Earl 
of Upper Offory, in the kingdom of Ire- 
land; which intimacy afterwards aroſe to 
an irregular, criminal, and adulterous con- 
verſation between them; and the ſaid 
Dutcheſs of Grafton committed the crime 
of adultery with the ſaid Earl of Offory; 
and was delivered of a baſtard-child, baſely 
begotten on her body by the ſaid Earl of 
Oſſory, &c. The party proponent there- 
fore prays right and juſtice to be effectually 
adminiſtered to him and his faid party in 
the premiſes, and that the ſaid Auguſtus 
Henry, Duke of Grafton, may be divorced 


from the ſaid Ann, Dutcheſs of Grafton, 
his wife, &c,

MARTHA TYSON, of Haden Street, 
in the pariſh of St. James, Weſtminſter, 


:in the county of Middleſex, widow, aged 


ſixty-four years, depoſes and ſays, that 
ſhe hath known her Grace, Ann, Dutcheſs 
of Grafton, party in this cauſe, ever ſince 
ſhe was fix years old, and came fo to know 
her by attending upon her as a nurſe at 
the houſe of the Right Honourable the 
Lord Ravenſworth, her Grace's father, at 
the time that her Grace was inoculated for 
the ſmall-pox ; that, after her Grace's mar- 
riage with his Grace the Duke of Grafton, 
the other party in this cauſe, ſhe became 
acquainted with his Grace, and was fre- 


quently in their houſe; that ſhe attended 


her Grace as her nurſe when ſhe was 
brought to bed of her firſt child; and ſhe 
further ſaith, that about four years ago ſhe 
attended her Grace when ſhe was delivered 
of a ſon, afterwards chriſtened by the 
name of Charles ; that their ſaid Graces

that when her Grace came from the North, 
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then lived in Bond Street ; but the depo- 
nent faith, that the Duke of Grafton did 


not frequently viſit her Grace at thẽ time 
ſhe ſo lay-in of Lord Charles Fitz Roy, 
and the deponent believes did not lie in 
the houſe; that his Grace was not preſent 


when the ſaid Lord Charles was chriſtened, 


which gave riſe to ſuſpicions in the depo- 
nent, and other perſons i in the houſe, that 
there was ſome diſagreement between their 
Graces ; that the deponent hath frequently 
ſeen her Grace in tears, and it was the 
public talk that their Graces were going 
to part; and the deponent, from the cir- 
cumſtances hy her mentioned, did appre- 
hend and believe they were going to ſepa- 
rate; that, about ſix weeks after her Grace 
was delivered of the ſaid Lord Charles Fitz 
Roy, the left the Duke's' houſe in Bond 
Street, and went down' to the North, to 
the ſeat of the ſaid Lord Ravenſworth, het 
Grace's father, as the deponent verily 
believes ; that, from that time, the depo- 
nent underſtood that their ſaid Graces 
lived ſeparate and apart from each other

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the went to the ſaid Lord Ravenſworth's 8, 
her father's in St. James's Square, from 
whence ſhe removed to a houſe in Upper- | 
Groſvenor Street, and, as the deponent 
believes, removed from thence to Seymour 
Place; and the deponent believes her 
Grace hath lived in Upper-G roſvenor Street, 
and Seymour Place, ever ſince ſhe left his 
Grace's houſe in Bond Street, except the 
time when ſhe was in the country; and 
ſhe further ſaith, that ſhe uſed to call upon 
her Grace at her ſaid houſes, and when 
ſhe has been there, ſhe has never ſeen the 
Duke in company with the Dutcheſs ; and 
the deponent doth verily and in her con- 
ſcience believe (by reaſon of her Grace's 
ſo living ſeparate and apart from the 
Duke, and becauſe ſhe never knew or 
hath heard that the Duke had ſo much as 
ſeen her Grace fince ſhe left his houſe in 
Bond Street, except at a public place, or 
had any converſation with her) that his 
Grace hath never had the carnal know- 
ledge of the ſaid Dutcheſs of Grafton, his 
wife, or had ay intercourſe whatever with 
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her, fince ſhe ſo left his Grace's houſe in 
Bond Street. 

She further depoſes and fays, that, ſome 
time in the month of July laſt, this de- 
ponent, being at the houſe of his Grace 
the Duke of Portland, attending upon her 
Grace the Dutcheſs of Portland at her 
lying-in, received a note from Doctor 
Hunter, a man-midwite of great eminence 
in his profeſſion, defiring the deponent 
not to engage herſelf to any lady till ſhe 
had ſeen him; that when her Grace the 
Putcheſs of Portland's month was up, the 
deponent went to the ſaid Doctor Hunter; 
and the deponent having heard the general 
report, that her Grace the Dutcheſs of 
Grafton was with child by Lord Offory, 
the deponent was fearful in her own mind, 
and did then apprehend that it was to 
attend the Dutcheſs of Grafton ; that the 
faid Doctor Hunter told the deponent, that 
the lady was a great friend of the depo- 
nent's, and that he was deſired to engage 
the deponent to attend upon her, but 
would not inform the deponent who the 
lady was, and ſaid the deponent would 

know 
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know by-and-by - and ſhe further ſaith, 
that ſhe the deponent was from that time 
very uneaſy in her mind, and fearful that 
it was the ſaid Dutcheſs of Grafton; and, 
in about a fortnight afterwards, the de- 
ponent was again with the ſaid Door 
Hunter, but whether he fent for the de- 
ponent, or whether ſhe went of her own 
accord to him, ſhe cannot fay, and the 
deponent aſked Doctor Hunter who the 
lady was? And ſaid, that ſhe wanted to 
know who the lady was before ſhe went to 
her; and then the deponent faid, the world 
was all in an uproar about the Dutcheſs of 


Grafton, and aſked if it was her? And the 


ſaid Doctor Hunter anſwered, that it was 


the Dutcheſs of Grafton ; and ſhe further 


faith, that between fix and ſeven o'clock 
in the morning of the twenty-third day of 
Auguſt laft, the faid Dutcheſs of Grafton's 
butler, William Trays, came to the de- 
ponent's houſe in Haden Street,' and told 
the deponent there was a poſt-chaiſe and 
four ready, and that the deponent muſt 
go down immediately to the Dutcheſs ; 
that the ſaid William Trays told the de- 


ponent 
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ponent to get herſelf ready, and that whilſt 
ſhe was preparing herſelf, he would run 
to Doctor Hunter with a note, and he 
came back to ſee if the deponent was 
ready, and told the deponent that the 
doctor was not at home, but that they had 
ſent his ſervant to ſee for him; and the 
deponent and the ſaid William Trays ſet 
off together in the ſaid poſt-chaiſe and 
four, and went as faſt as poſſible to her 
Grace's houſe at Combe, about two miles, 
as ſhe believes, from Kingſton in .Surry ; 
and the deponent further faith, that when 
ſhe arrived at the Dutcheſs's, all the ſer- 
vants ſeemed to be retired and out of the 
way, except Mrs. Duparg, her Grace's 
woman, and one Hannah Reed, another 
of her Grace's ſervants, who attended upon 
her Grace's apartments ; and the deponent 
was introduced into her Grace's bed- 
chamber by the ſaid Mrs. Duparg, and 
the Dutcheſs was then in ſtrong labour, 
and ſhe called the deponent to ther, and 
ſaid, ** Tyſon, I hope I am more to be 
„ pitied than blamed ;” But the deponent 
did not ſay any thing, as the buſineſs ſhe 
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was then upon was more material, to take 
proper care of her Grace in her then 
ſituation, and her ſaid Grace was within 
an hour or an hour and a half afterwards, 
delivered by the deponent of a female 
child; and the ſaid Mrs. Duparg and 
the ſaid Hannah Reed were running to 
and fro to fetch what was neceſſary; and 
this deponent cannot be certain whether 
either of them was preſent at the inſtant 
of her Grace's delivery, but ſhe is in- 
clined to think, that Mrs. Duparg was in 
the room at the time; and ſhe further 


ſaith, that by reaſon that it was the com- 


mon report of the world, that her Grace 
the Dutcheſs of Grafton was with child 
by Lord Offory, and the deponent having 
herſelf told her Grace that it was ſaid that 


ſhe was with child by Lord Oſſory, and 


ſhe not denying the ſame, the deponent 


does believe that the female child of 


which ſhe ſo delivered her Grace, was 
begotten on her body by the ſaid Lord 


Offory; that the deponent told her Grace, 


that if Lord Offory came there, ſhe, the 


: deponent, would not ſee him, and the de- 
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ponent never did ſee his lordſhip there, 
but has heard from the ſervants that he 
had been there. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that there 
was the neceſſary childbed- linen for her 
Grace; and the ſaid Mrs. Duparg, her 
Grace's woman, told the deponent, that 
ſhe had been to Seymour Place, where 
her Grace lived in London, to fetch her 
Grace's childbed- linen from her houſe. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that Doctor 
Hunter attended her Grace the Dutcheſs 
of Grafton on the twenty- third day of 
Auguſt laſt, the day on which her Grace 
was delivered of the female child by her 
before- mentioned. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that ſhe 
underſtood, whilſt ſhe attended upon her 


Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton at Combe, 


aforeſaid, that, on the morning of her 
Grace's delivery, her Grace's houſe-keeper, 
cook, coachman, and one footman, were 
ſent to London by her Grace's order, but 
on what account the deponent knows 
not. 


She 
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She further depoſes and ſays, that her 
ſaid Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton was 
delivered before Doctor Hunter arrived, 
and he was introduced into her Grace's 
bed- chamber, but her ſaid Grace did not, 
to the knowledge of the deponent, nor 
does ſhe believe, that, in order to conceal 


her face ſhe ordered a gauſe or veil to be 


thrown over her; that, when the ſaid 
Doctor Hunter arrived the deponent was 
in the next room dreſſing the child, and 
the doctor came to the deponent, and 
told her that he found all things right in 
her Grace's delivery, and ſhe was as well 
as could be expected; but he did not give 


orders for any medicines to be given to her 
Grace, the deponent having taken with 


her, when ſhe went, what was proper for 


her Grace; that the ſaid child was dreſſed 


by the deponent in the ſame manner that 


ſhe always dreſſed children, and had on a 


white ſattin robe trimmed with ſilk fringe, 


and a ſcarlet mantle, but ſuch mantle was 


not ornamented with ſilver ſpangles; and 


the deponent further ſaith, that the child 


being ſo dreſſed by her, was delivered by 
O 2 the 
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the deponent into the hands of the faid 
Hannah Reed, one of her Grace's maid. 
ſervants, and the deponent believes, that 
the child was taken away by the ſaid Doctor 
Hunter, becauſe the deponent never after- 
wards ſaw the child in her Grace's houſe, 
and the Dutcheſs told the deponent he was 
to take it away and put it to nurſe; and 


ſhe further ſays, that her Grace informed 


the deponent, that Doctor Hunter had 
told her, that the woman he had procured 
for a nurſe had a fine breaſt of milk. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that in 


conſequence of the Dutcheſs's information 


to the deponent, that the ſaid Doctor 
Hunter was to take the child away and 


put it to nurſe, and the deponent having 


delivered the child, when dreſſed by the 


deponent, to the ſaid Hannah Reed, ſhe 


believes the ſaid Hannah Reed did attend 
the faid Doctor Hunter to his carriage 
with the ſaid child. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that Mrs, 
Golder, who was employed by Doctor 
Hunter as a wet-nurſe for her ſaid Grace's 
child, hath informed the deponent, that 
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ſhe had looked out for a lodging in Rath- 
bone Place, but that the doctor did not 
approve of it, but the deponent knows 
not on what account; and that the ſaid 
Mrs. Golder took a lodging the corner of 
Air Street, Piccadilly; and, as the depo- 
nent has underſtood, Doctor Hunter ap- 
proved of it; that the deponent has fre- 

quently been at the ſaid Mrs. Golder's ſaid 
lodgings to ſee the child, and the depo- 
nent believes that the child is at this very 
time with the ſaid Mrs. Golder, the corner 


| of Air Street aforeſaid, and the ſaid Mrs, 


Golder has told the 0 88 that Doctor 
Hunter paid her for nurſing the child. 
but by whoſe orders ſhe knows not; or 
whether the Dutcheſs of Grafton and Lord 
Offory, or either of them, have repaid or 
promiſed to repay the ſaid Doctor Hunter 


Z for the ſame, ſhe cannot ſay. 


She further depoſes and lays, that ſhe 
enquired where the filver ſaucepan was, 
that the deponent uſed to warm the drink 


in that ſhe prepared for her Grace when 
= ihe lay-in, and the deponent being an- 
= ſwered that it was in London, faid it 


| muſt 
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muſt be fetched, and by her Grace's di- 
rections on the day, or the day after. her 
delivery, the ſaid William Trays, her 
Grace's butler, went to her Grace's houſe 
in Seymour Place, and brought the ſaid 
filver ſaucepan down to her Grace's houſe 
at Combe, aforeſaid. 

She further depoſes and fays, that the 
deponent having mentioned that ſhe wanted 
ſome hare-ſkins, which the deponent 
always applics to ladies' breaſts when they 
lie-in, a note was ſent by her Grace, or 
by her directions, to Mr. Alibert, the pur- 
port of which was, as the deponent 
believes, for him to go to Mr. Lucas's in 
Panton Street, and buy fix hare-ſkins, and 
ſend them by the ſaid William Trays her 
Grace's butler ; but whether the faid note 
was written in the French language, or 
whether it was written by the Dutcheſs 
herſelf, ſhe cannot fay, but the Dutcheſs 
was well enough, and able to write ſuch 
note ; and ſhe further faith, that the hare- 
ſkins were accordingly brought by the {aid 
William Trays, her Grace's hutler, and 
were, by the deponent, applied to her 
| Graee' 
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Grace's breaſt during her lying-in of the 
aforeſaid child, and the ſilver ſaucepan by 
her afore-mentioned was conſtantly uſed, 
during that time, for warming the drinks 
which the deponent gave to her Grace. 
She further depoſes and ſays, that when 
the deponent firſt attended her Grace the 


Dutcheſs of Grafton on the twenty-third 


of Auguſt aforeſaid, and for about a fort- 
night afterwards, her Grace was attended 
only by the deponent and Mrs. Duparg, 
and Hannah Reed ; that dinners were not 
ordered as uſual, as if her Grace was to 
fit down at table, and eat of them in the 
manner as ſhe uſed to do before her deli- 
very ; but this deponent does believe, that 
for ſeveral days, no other of her Grace's 
ſervants beſides the ſaid Mrs. Duparg and 
Hannah Reed, did know of her Grace's 
delivery ; that the deponent was not pre- 
vented from going down ſtairs, or in 
any manner concealed, for the deponent 
believes all her Grace's ſervants knew that 
the deponent was in the houſe; and ſhe 
further faith, that after the ſaid fortnight 
was expired, her Grace uſed to dine in a 
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room which deſcended about four ſteps 
from her Grace's bed-chamber, and her 
Grace was then attended by her other 
ſervants, butler and footmen, at dinner, 
and they were not refuſed ſeeing her ſaid 
Grace during her month of lying-in ; and 
ſhe further ſaith, that ſhe remembers her 
Grace giving directions for the ſervants 
who had left the houſe, and went to her 
Grace's houſe in London, to be ordered 
down to Combe, and that her Grace 
countermanded her orders, and ſaid, they 
ſhould ſtay two or three days longer, but 
for what reaſon, or the particular day 
when they were ordered down, ſhe cannot 
ſay, but the deponent remembers that her 
Grace dined below ſtairs the day they 
came, but believes that was not the firſt 
day that ſhe dined below ſtairs, for, as 
this deponent now beſt remembers, ſhe 
dined below ſtairs two or three days 
before. 

She further depofes and ſays, that, to the 
beſt of her remembrance, in the evening 
of the fourth day after her Grace's delivery, 
a perſon came to ſee her Grace, and was 
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admitted into her Grace's bed-chamber, 
and ſuch perſon continued in her Grace's 
bed-chamber ſeveral hours ; and the de- 
ponent remembers the ſaid Mrs. Duparg 
coming into the room where the deponent 
was, and ſhe told the deponent that Lord 
Offory was come, and therefore the depo- 
nent believes ſuch perſon was Lord Offory, 
but the deponent did not go into the room 
whilſt he was there, and did not chooſe 
to go in, leſt ſhe ſhould ſee ſomebody 
whom ſhe did not like to ſee. | 

She further depoſes and ſays, that ſome 
days afterwards ſuch perſon, whom the 
deponent underſtood to be the ſaid Lord 
Offory, came again, and dined and ſupped 
there, and lay in the houſe, but not near 
her Grace's bed-chamber, and the depo- 
nent believes that at ſuch time her Grace 
was up, and not in bed, but the deponent 
does not believe that ſuch perſon was at 
dinner and ſupper in her {aid Grace's bed- 
chamber. 

She laſtly depoſes and ſays, that ſuch 
perſon, whom the deponent was informed 
was Lord Offory, uſed to come now and 
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then to ſee her Grace, and was, as the 
deponent believes, always immediately ad- 
mitted to her Grace, and continued alone 
with her for many hours together, but on 


what particular days ſhe cannot ſay; and 
further ſhe cannot depoſe.

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1762, the deponent went to live as a foot- 
man with their ſaid Graces, at their houſe 
in Bond Street, and the deponent conti- 
nued in the ſervice of his Grace the Duke 
of Grafton, till the eighth or ninth of 
December, 1764 ; when the deponent left 
his Grace's ſervice, and went to live as a 
footman with her Grace the Dutcheſs of 
Grafton, in the houſe of her father the 
Lord Ravenſworth, in St. James's Square ; 
and continued in her ſervice till the ninth 
of November laſt : and the deponent fur- 
ther ſaith, that whilſt he lived as a foot- 
man with the Duke and Dutcheſs in Bond 
Street, the Duke hath come home at 
eleven or twelve o'clock in the evening, 
and ſeeing a great many ſervants in the 
hall, he hath enquired of the porter, and 


finding a great deal of company, and that 
they were card parties, the Duke hath 
turned back and went out of the houſe ; 
and, at other times, when his Grace came 
home and found a great deal of company, 
he would call for his Valet de Chambre, 
and take candles and go into his library, 
and never uſed to be ſeen afterwards ; ſa 
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that the deponent apprehended his Grace 
went to bed: and he further faith, that 
her Grace uſed frequently to have cotn- 
pany and card parties, and the Duke uſed 
ſeldom to be of the party; and, on that 
account, the deponent apprehended there 
was ſome diſagreements, or that the Duke 


did not approve of it: and he further 
ſaith, that, ſome time in the month of 


September, 1764, after her Grace had 


laid-in of Lord Charles Fitz Roy, her 


Grace ſet off for the ſeat of her father 
Lord Ravenſworth in the North; and, 


whilſt her Grace was in the North, it was 


commonly reported that ſhe would come 


no more to live with the Duke ; and that, 
from that time, their Graces were to live 
ſeparate and apart from each other. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that in the 
latter end of November, 1764, his Grace's 
ſteward received a letter from the Dutcheſs, 


in which her Grace mentioned, that if the 


deponent had no objections, the deponent 
ſhould come and live with her Grace; 
that ſhe ſhould be in town ſoon, at her 


father , Lord Raxenſworth s, in St. James's 


une ; 
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Square; and a ſecond letter came to the 
ſteward in which her Grace mentioned, 
that ſhe ſhould be in town the eighth or 
ninth of December, and on the ſaid day, 
the deponent left his Grace's ſervice and 
went to the houſe of Lord Ravenſworth, 


in St. James's Square, and preſently after- 


wards her Grace arrived in town, and the 
deponent let her Grace out of the chaiſe: 
that her Grace continued at Lord Ravenſ- 
worth's till after Chriſtmas, as he beſt re- 
members; from whence ſhe removed to a 
houſe which ſhe had taken in Groſvenor 
Street, and continued there about two 
years, and from thence removed to her 
preſent | habitation in Seymour Place: and 
her Grace conſtantly refided in her ſaid 
houſes, except when ſhe was in the coun- 
try; that the deponent at all times atten- 
ded upon her both in town and country, 
except when ſhe went to her father's, the 
ſaid Lord Ravenſworth's, in the North: 
and the deponent further ſaith, that, from 
the ſaid eighth or ninth of December, 
1764, to the ninth of November laſt, 
when the deponent left her Grace's ſervice, 
SIT ER | | the 
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the deponent never ſaw the Duke in com- 
pany with the Dutcheſs, nor did he to his 
knowledge or belief, ever come to her 
Grace's houſe, or the Dutcheſs go to his 
houſe ; and the deponent does verily and 
in his conſcience believe, by reaſon of 
their living ſeparate and apart from each 
other, and the deponent conſtantly being 
in the ſervice of her Grace, and never 
ſeeing or knowing that they were toge- 
ther, that ſince the time of her Grace's fo 
leaving the Duke's houſe in Bond Street, 
his ſaid Grace hath never had the carnal 
uſe of the body of the faid Dutcheſs of 
Grafton, his wife, or ever had any con- 
verſation or perſonal intercourſe with her 
Grace, or ever been in her Grace's com- 
pany. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, aſter 
her Grace's ſeparation from the Duke, ſhe 
was frequently viſited by the Right Hon. 
the Earl of Upper Oſſory; and the depo- 
nent believes that the ſaid Earl of Upper 
Offory, and her Grace the Dutcheſs of 
Grafton, were very intimate together, as 
will more fully appear in his depoſition to 
| ſeveral 
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ſeveral of the following articles of the 
libel, on which he is now examined, and 
further referring himſelf thereto, he can- 
not depoſe to the ſaid article. | 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, in 
the ſummer of the year, 1767, her Grace 
the Dutcheſs of Grafton went to Bright- 
helmſtone, in the county of Suſſex, and the 
deponent attended her there; and ſoon 
after her Grace's arrival there, the Earl of 
Oſſory came down to Brighthelmſtone, and 
took a lodging oppoſite to her Grace's 
lodgings; and the deponent believes, that, 
on the day of his arrival, he came to ſee 
her Grace; and afterwards the ſaid Earl 
of Offory uſed conſtantly to be there with 
her Grace, like one of her family; that 
letters and meſſages paſt almoſt daily 
between the ſaid Lord Offory and her 
Grace, and ſeldom.two days paſſed but the 
ſaid Lord Offory viſited her Grace; and 
by her Grace's orders to the deponent and 
the reſt of her ſervants, his lordſhip was 
always admitted ; and when his lordſhip 
was with her Grace, her orders were not 
to admit any body elſe, except when 


-" the 
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ſhe had card or muſical parties ; and then 
his lordſhip uſed to ſtay after the company 
were gone, - ſometimes till one or two 
o'clock in the morning : and the deponent 
further ſaith, that it is cuſtomary. not to 
carry candles till they are rung for, and 
her Grace did not give any particular 
orders not to bring candles when the ſaid 
Lord Oſſory was with her; but they have 
trequently remained together alone in the 
dark, without candles, for an hour or 
two: and the deponent faith, that, in 
conſequence of hearing her Grace's bell 
ring, the deponent, once 1n particular, went 
to the parlour where the Dutcheſs ſat, and 
upon the deponent's attempting to open 
the door, the deponent found the ſame 

locked, bolted, or otherwiſe faſtened. 
He further depoſes and ſays, that her 
Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton left Bright- 
helmſtone ſome time in or about the month 
of September, as he beſt remembers, and 
went from thence to his Grace the Duke 
of Richmond's, at Goodwood Park, in the 
ſaid county of Suſſex, where ſhe ſtaid two 
or three days, and then came to her houſe 
I In 
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in Seymour Place, London, where ſhe 
ſtaid two or three days, and then went out 
of town to the ſeat of her Grace's father, 
the Lord Ravenſwotth in the North : and 
the deponent did not attend her Grace in 
the North, but was left at her Grace's 
houſe in Seymour Place. And this depo- 
nent further ſaith, that, whilſt her ſaid 
Grace was at the ſeat of Lord Ravenſworth 
in the North, the deponent frequently 
received letters from her Grace, incloſing 
letters to Lord Oſſory; with directions, in 
ber Grace's own hand- writing, to the de- 


ponent, to carry ſuch. letters to Lord 


Oſſory; and if his lordſhip was not at 
home, he was to leave directions for them 
to be farwarded immediately to his lord- 
thip, wherever he was: that the deponent 


frequently received from his lordſhip's 


porter, ſevetal letters directed for her 
Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton, of his 
lordſhip's hand-writing ;. that the-deponent 
uſed to forward them to her Grace at the 
faid Lord Ravenſworth's in franks, which 
(the had left with the deponent for that 
purpoſe : and the deponent was directed, 
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in caſe he wanted franks for that purpoſe, 
to apply to ſome member of parliament, 


in her Grace's name, for franks ; and that 


tlie letters which he ſo forwarded to her 
Gtace were ſealed with the deponent's 
ſeal. 


He further depoſes and fays, that on or 
about the third of December following, 


her Grace arrived in town from her 
father's in the North, at her houſe in 


Seymour Place, about fix o'clock in the 


evening of the faid day; and within half 


an hour, or thereabouts, after her Grace's 


arrival, ſhe was waited upon by Lord 
Oſſory, who ſtaid that evening with her 
Grace many hours ; but whether, during 
any part of the time that evening, that 


bis lordſhip was ſo with her Grace, the 


doors of the room in which they fat were 


_ faſtened, he knows not: and this deponent 


further faith, that, to the beſt of his 
remembrance, her Grace did not that 
evening fit in the back-room, which was 
the drawing-room up one pair of ſtairs, 


the faid room having been newly paper'd, 
but ſat in the fore- room, which leads to 
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the back-room, or drawing-room ; and in 
which there was a large ſettee, or couch? 
that there was no communication to ſuch 
back- room, or ſmall room, but through 
the ſaid fore- room, and by a door from 
the ſtair- caſe; but the deponent knows 
not that the ſaid door, upon the ſaid ſtair- 
caſe, was conſtantly faſtened, but that 
ſuch door, or that way to the ſaid ſmall 
room was ſeldom or ever opened or uſed, 
except when there was a hurry to fetch 


any thing out of the ſaid ſmall room, x4 


her Grace's ſervants. 


He further depoſes and ſays, thay, froth 
the time of her Grace's arrival in town, 


as by him before - mentioned, ſhe continued 


at her houſe in Seymour Place, till the 
beginning of the month of June follow- 


ing, when ſhe removed to a houſe which 


ſhe had hired, ready - furniſhed, at Combe, 
near Kingſton, in the county of Surry; 


but her Grace did not quit her houſe in 


Seymour Place: and the deponent further 
faith, that, from the ſaid time of her 
Grace's arrival in London, to the time ſhe 
went to ſuch houſe at Combe, Lord

Oſſory almoſt daily viſited her Grace; and 


two or three meſſages to and from Lord 
Oſſory and her Grace, paſſed almoſt daily; 
meſſages having been given to be carried 
to Lord Oſſory early in the morning, 
when his lordſhip had been with her 
Grace himſelf, till one or two o'clock in 
ſuch morning : that his lordſhip uſed to 
viſit her ſaid Grace, and which the depo- 
nent underſtands to be, and is called a 
morning-viſit about one in the afternoon, 
and ſtay till paſt four o'clock, and ſome, 
times at eleven o'clock in the morning, 
and ſtay an hour or two; and when his 
lordſhip viſited her Grace in this manner, 
he apprehends ſhe was engaged to the 
Opera, or ſome card or other party in the 
evening : that, at other times, his lord- 
ſhip uſed to come at ſeven or eight o'clock 
in the evening, and ſtay till twelve o'clock, 
and ſometimes later: and when her Grace 
had card- parties, which ' ſhe uſed fre- 
quently to have, Lord Oſſory uſed to ſtay 
alone with her Grace an hour or an hour 
and a half after the company were all 
gone: that her Grace generally gave orders

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to be denied being at home, when Lord 
Offory came of a morning; but the depo- 
nent underſtood, and believes it was un- 
derſtood by her Grace s other ſervants, to 
be her expreſs orders not to let any body 
in of an evening when Lord Offory was 


with her; and when there hath been a 


double knock at the door, and Lord 
Oſſory with her Grace, Lord Offory hath 


come out from the room, and, from the 
top of the ſtair, called out that nobody 


was to be let in: but this deponent knows 
not whether her Grace directed herſelf to 


be denied to Lord Ravenſworth, her father, 


by name, in caſe he ſhould come whilſt 
Lord Offory was with her: and he further 


faith, that her Grace and Lord Offory 
uſed conſtantly to fit in the drawing-room, 
or back-room, up one pair of ſtairs ; but 
the deponent neyer heard them go into the 
ſaid ſmall room, or cloſet, that went from 


ſuch back- room: that there was a couch 
in the ſmall room, and in the ſaid back- 
room, and the deponent hath ſeen Lord 
Oſſory and her Grace ſitting cloſe together 
upon both the ſaid couches at different 


3 times; 
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times: for ſhe uſed ſometimes, in the 
ſpring, to fit in the ſaid ſmall room; that 
he never heard them return from ſuch 
ſmall room, and unfaſten the doors, that 
the ſervants might come in: nor does the 
deponent know that the doors were ufually 
locked, or otherwiſe faſtened, ſave that he 
heard it mentioned 'in' her Grace's family, 
that Lord Euſton, her Grace's ſon, had 
endeavoured: to go into the room, and that 
he found the door locked or otherwiſe 
faſtened: and this deponent further ſaith, 
that it was his conſtant rule, and the rule 
of the other ſervants, not to go up ſtairs, 
at any time, except when her Grace rung 
the bell: and her Grace, and the faid 
Lord Offory have remained a conſiderable 
time together without the bell being rung; 
ſo long indeed, that when the bell has 
rung, and he went up ſtairs, that the fire 
had gone out, and was to be lighted again: 
and the deponent further faith, that it 
was the particular buſineſs of her Grace's 
butler, when he was in the way, to carry 
her candles, and the deponent hath fre- 
quently heard the butler ſay, when Lord 
Offory 
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Oſſory was with her Grace, that he won- 
dered her Grace did not ring for candles ; 


by which the deponent imagines it muſt 
have been dark or-duſkiſh, and that ſhe 


and Lord Offory were alone without can- 
dles: and it was the rule of the houſe, 


(not in conſequence of any expreſs orders 
of her. Grace to his knowledge, not to 
bring candles whilſt Lord Offory was 


EZ there, till ſhe rung for them) not to carry 


candles, coals, or any thing till her Grace's 
orders, or the bell rung. 


He further depoſes and fays, that, when 


her Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton went 


to the houſe ſhe had taken at Combe, the 


deponent obſerved, and thought that ſhe 


was with child; and this deponent heard 
afterwards that her Grace was, on the 
twenty-third day of Auguft following, 
delivered of a daughter : but the deponent 


was not then in her Grace's houſe, being 
that very morning called up at ſix o'clock, 
f and ſent with other of her ſervants to her 
HGrace's houſe in Seymour Place, in Lon- 
don: and the deponent believes that ſhe 


did endeavour to conceal; and keep private, 
| her 
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her being with child, and her delivery ; 
becauſe the deponent and ſeveral other 
fervants, were ſo ſent away 
He further depoſes and ſays, that, on 
the third of June, the day after her Grace 
removed from her houſe in Seymour Place, 
to her houſe at Combe, the ſaid Lord Ra- 
venſworth came to Combe and dined with 
her: and the deponent further ſaith, that 
letters very frequently paſſed (almoſt 
daily) between the Dutcheſs and the ſaid 
Lord Offory, but whether any letters were 
diſpatched to Lord Offory, to defire him 
to defer coming, on account of Lord Ra- 
venſworth ſo dining there, he cannot ſay. 
He further depoſes and ſays, that, as 
her Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton was 
going to Combe, on the . ſecond of June, 
aforeſaid, the deponent being then attend- 
ing her, ſhe called at Sir Gilbert Heath- 
cote's, at North End, near Hammerſmith, 


in the county of Middleſex : and the de- 


ponent underſtood, from one of Sir Gil- 
bert Heathcote's ſervants, that her Grace 


had made an appointment to dine there in | 
a few days; and the deponent underſtood 
the 
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ſhe was to dine there of the ſeventh: and 
the deponent further faith, that he under- 
ſtood from the coachman and groom. who 
attended her Grace when the went out an 
airing, that ſhe - called at Sir Gilbert 
Heathcote's, but on what account he can- 
not ſay; but that her Grace did not go to

of the ſervants ſay, that Lord Oſſory's

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groom had, about that time, brought x 


letter for her Grace, from the ſaid Lord 
Offory. | 


He further depoſes and lays, that about 
a quarter after fix o clock in the evening, 
of the ſaid ſeventh of June laſt, Lord 
Oſſory came to her Grace s houſe at Combe, 
and ſtaid there till about half paſt twelve 
the next morning; that he believes his 
lordſhip was introduced, or went in him- 
ſelf, to the room where the Dutcheſs Was, 
which he frequently uſed to do, without 
being attended by her Grace's ſervants; 
but whether the door of ſuch room was 
faſtened or locked, he knows not. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, ad- 
| joining to the room where her Grace and 
Lord Offory fat alone together, at Combe, 
there was another room ; but ſuch had a 
communication to it, as well from the 
room where they fat i in, as from the ſtair⸗ 
caſe immediately to the room; and ſuch 
other room was unfurniſhed, ſaving ſome 
of her Grace's birds being hung therein, 
a couch, a chair or two, and a ſtand for a 
waſh- hand baſon : and the deponent fur- 


ther 
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ther ſaith, that Lord Offory continued 
with her Grace till paſt twelve, as by 
him before- mentioned, but the deponent 
cannot recollect whether he did that even- 
ing carry her Grace's candles to her, or 
not; but the deponent well remembers 
attending her Grace that evening, and that 
he went into ſuch inward room, as uſual, 
and took the birds in from the window 
and hung them up, and ſhut the window- 
ſhutters of ſuch room, in which there was 
a couch or ſettee; and the deponent re- 
members ſhutting the door of ſuch inward 
room ; and that afterwards when he went 
up ſtairs, in conſequence of her Grace's 
bell being rung, the deponent did obſerve 
ſuch door of the ſaid inward room to be 
open; and the deponent, as he came out 
of the room, did ſhut it with his left- 
hand ; but the deponent did not particu- 
larly obſerve when he ſhut the door, that

Offory, to be any ways flurried or diſ-

He further depoſes and ſays, that, whilſt 
Lord Offory was in London, he uſed ge- 
nerally, every other day, to come to ſee 
her Grace at Combe, and frequently dined 
there, and Raid till one or two o'clock in 
the morning; and they were conſtantly 
lone together, in the ſaid room which 
had .a communication with ſuch unfur- 
niſhed room, ſaving the couch, a chair or 
two, the birds, and a ſtand for a waſh- 
hand baſon; and they uſed to dine and 
ſup together, and Lady Georgiana, her 
Grace's daughter, with them, the depo- 
nent and the reſt of the ſervants not at- 
tending upon her Grace and his lordſhip ; 
but they helped themſelves by the aſſiſt- 
ance of a dumb-waiter: but the deponent 
cannot recolle& whether his lordſhip did, 


in 
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in particular, viſit her Grace on the fif- 
teenth day of june, as articulate: and he 
further faith, that he does not know whe- 
ther they were locked in together, or not, 
but the deponent never found the door 
locked or - otherwiſe faſtened, , when he 
attempted to go into the room upon her 
Grace's bell being rung; and the deponent 


never preſumed to go but to anſwer the 
bell. ; 


He further depoſes and ſays, that, ſoon 
after her Grace's arrival at her houſe at 
Combe, aforeſaid, ſhe gave directions to, 
her ſervants to deny her in general to- 
every body, except Lord Oſſory and one 
Mr. Cranfield, an acquaintance of his 
lordſhip's, who uſed frequently to come 
with him to Combe; and her Grace alſo 
excepted her eien acquaintance, with 
this further direction, that when they 
came and knocked at the door, their 
names ſhould be carried into her Grace, 
for the purpoſe of knowing if ſhe would 
ſee ſuch perſons : that her Grace ſeldom, 
or ever ſaw any body but Lord Offory and 
the ſaid Mr. Cranfield, his lordſhip's 


friend : 
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friend: and this deponent further faith, 
that it was his opinion, and the opinion 
of the reſt of the ſervants, ſome time 
before, and in the ſaid month of June, 
that ſome improper connection was going 
on between his Lordſhip and her Grace; 
as her Grace was a married woman, and 
his Lordſhip's viſits were very frequent ; 
and his Lordſhip continuing with her 
Grace alone, ſo late as he uſed to do. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, to- 
wards the latter end of the ſaid month 
of June, he did obſerye her Grace the 
Dutcheſs of Grafton, to grow bigger and 
bigger in the waiſt, and the deponent hath 
heard her Grace's maid-ſervants ſay, that 
her Grace ſhould ſay, that ſhe grew fo 
fat, that her cloaths were too little for 
her ; but the deponent thought ſhe looked 


much the ſame as ſhe uſed to do, except F 


growing digger in the waiſt. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that Robert 
Adair, Efq. a ſurgeon, uſed frequently to 
attend her Grace, at her houſe in Seymour 
Place, and the deponent remembers her 
Grace being once bled by the ſaid Mr. 

Adair, 
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Adair, but the deponent knows not on 
what account. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that Loci 
Oſſory uſed to be 1p often with her Grace, 
and ſtay with her alone in the aforeſaid 
room, which had a communication to 
ſuch unfurniſhed- room, ſaving as afore- 
ſaid, till one and two. o'clock in the 
morning ; that the deponent did not take 
particular notice of the days when his 
lordſhip came; but, by reaſon of his 


coming ſo often, the deponent believes, he 


might be there on the twenty-ninth dey 
of June laſt, as articulate. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, on 
the firſt of July laſt, -a ſeryant of Richard 
Stonehewer, Eſq. came to her Grace's 
houſe at Combe, with a letter for her 
Grace, which letter the deponent delivered 
to her Grace, and when ſhe had read it, 
ſhe told the deponent it was very well, 
that it required no anſwer ; which anſwer 
the deponent gave to Mr. Stonehewer's 
ſervant : but the contents of the letter 
which her Grace ſo received, he knows 
not.

He further depoſes and ſays, that, with- 


in a few minutes after Mr. Stonehewer's 
ſervant 'was gone, the Honourable Mrs. 
Brudenell, wife of the Honourable James 
Brudenell, and Miſs Legge, her ſiſter, 
came to viſit her Grace at her houſe in 
Combe aforeſaid ; and the deponent ſhewed 
the ſaid Mrs. Brudenell and Miſs Legge 
into the houſe; and the deponent went 
into the garden, and found her Grace 
reading under a tree, and her daughter, 
Lady Georgiana, was with her: and the 
deponent told her Grace that Mrs. Brude- 
nell and Miſs Legge were come, and her 
Grace ſaid ſhe could not poſſibly ſee them, 
but told the deponent to go, and ſhe would 
ſend Lady Georgiana with the meſſage; 
and preſently afterwards Lady Georgiana 
came to Mrs. Brudenell and Miſs Legge, 
and very ſoon afterwards, Mrs. Brudenell 
and Miſs Legge came out and got into 
their chaiſe, and went away without ſeeing 
her Grace :- and the deponent doeg verily 
believe, that her Grace did then expect to 
ſee Lord Offory, for his lordſhip came 
within a few minutes afterwards, and the 
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deponent let his Lordſhip in, and he went 
into the garden to her Grace, and ſoon 


_ afterwards her Grace, Lady Georgiana, and 


his Lordſhip came in from the garden, and 
her Grace told Lady Georgiana ſhe might 
go up ſtairs, but whether to dreſs, or not, 
he cannot be certain, but believes: it was 
to dreſs; and that it was before the uſual 
time that her ladyſhip uſed to go to dreſs 
for dinner: and her Grace and the ſaid 
Lord Offory continued ſome hours toge- 
ther alone ; but whether bis Lordſhip ſtaid 
a few hours only, or to dinner, and the 
evening, he cannot be certain. 


He further depoſes and ſays, that Lord 


Offory frequently came alone on horſe- 
back, unattended by any ſervants, to 


her Grace's houſe at Combe, and fre- 
quently was carried to London in her

He further depoſes and ſays, that, on 
the ſeventh of July laſt, the ſaid Miſs 
Pelham came again from London, to her 
Grace the ſaid Dutcheſs . of Grafton's 
houte, at Combe, and, to the beſt of the 
deponent's remembrance, it was between 
eleven and twelve o'clock in the morning ; 
and the deponent waited upon her Grace 
with Miſs Pelham's compliments, and that 
ſhe was come to ſee her Grace; and her 
Grace directed the deponent to give her 
compliments to Miſs Pelham, and tell her 
ſhe 
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ſhe was not very well: that Miſs Pelham 
ſent the deponent a ſecond time to her 
Grace, requeſting that ſhe might ſee her, 
if it was but for a' few minutes, which 
meſſage the deponent delivered to her 
Grace, and then the deponent was di- 
rected by her to give her compliments to 
Miſs Pelham, and ſay, that ſhe was not 


very well, and in bed, and that therefore 


ſhe could not ſee Miſs Pelham ; which 
meſſage the deponent delivered to Miſs 


Pelham, who deſired the deponent to go 


again to the Dutcheſs, and deſire to know 
if ſhe might ſee Lady Georgiana, her 
Grace's daughter ; and the deponent went 
to her Grace and told her, and her Grace 


immediately directed Lady Georgiana to

quired who was there ? And being anſwered 
that the deponent was there, ſhe came 
and unfaſtened the door, and let the de- 
ponent in, and then her Grace enquired if 
Miſs Pelham was come in? and the depo- 
nent anſwering that ſhe was ; her Grace 
immediately went out of ſuch room, and 
up ſtairs into her Grace's bed-chamber, 
and ſoon afterwards the deponent carried 
a note up ſtairs to her Grace, from Miſs 
Pelham; and the deponent, having 
knocked at her Grace's door, attempted 
to open it, but found the ſame locked, 
bolted, or otherwiſe faſtened, and her 
Grace came to the door, and enquired 
who was there? And the deponent in- 
formed her, that he had a nete for her 
Grace, upon which ſhe unfaſtened the 
door, and the deponent gave her the note: 
and the deponent further ſaith, that, when 
her Grace directed the deponent to tell 
Miſs Pelham that ſhe was not well, and 
in bed, ſhe was then in ſuch room below 
ſtairs, and had been up and breakfaſted 
ſome time; and appeared to the deponent

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to be as well as uſual. And the deponent 
believes her Grace's true reaſons were, be- 
cauſe ſhe did not chooſe to be ſeen big with 
child, by Miſs Pelham, as ſhe was then pret- 
ty big; and becauſe the deponent believes 
her Grace expected a viſit from Lord Oſ- 


ſory, who came a few minutes after Miſs 


Pelham was gone; and her Grace and his 
Lordſhip were preſently alone together; 
and the deponent, for the firſt time, ſaw her 
Grace and the ſaid Lord Offory ſitting in 
the room by him aforementioned to be un- 
furniſhed, ſaving a large couch, a chair or 
two, the birds, and a waſh-hand-ſtand : and 
Lord Offory fat upon ſuch couch, ſome- 
times with his leg up in an indulging 
poſture, and her Grace fat cloſe by his Lord- 
ſhip in an arm chair; and the ſaid Lord Oſ- 
ſory and her Grace were almoſt conſtantly 
alone, except at meal times, and at tea and 
coffee, when Lady Georgiana was with 
them; but her Grace uſtd frequently to 
tell her ladyſhip to walk into the garden, 
and her ladyſhip uſed generally to go up to 
her chamber about nine o'clock or. before, 
and Lord Offory. continued that evening 

alone 
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alone with her Grace, except as aforemen- 
tioned, till paſt twelve of the clock at night; 
and a poſt chaiſe was, by her Grace's di- 
rection, ſent for to Kingſton for Lord Of. 
fory, in which his Lordſhip ſet off, and, 
as the deponent believes, for London. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that the 


faid Lord Offory was with her Grace the 
Putcheſs of Grafton almoſt every other 
day; but whether his Lordſhip was with 
her Grace at Combe in particular on the 
ninth day of July laſt, as articulate, he can- 
not ſay; and further to the ſaid article he 
cannot depoſe. | 

He further depoſes and ſays, that he 
knows not the particular day, but remem- 
-bers his Grace the. Duke of Portland com- 
ing to ſee her Grace, at her houſe at 
Combe, and that his Grace was refuſed 
admittance. | 

He further depoſes and ſays, that he 
knows not the particular time when Lord 
.Offory ſet off for Ireland, nor the particu- 
lar day of his return; that, whilſt he was 
abroad, the deponent. hath ſeen letters 
which came to Combe, directed for her 

4 Grace, 
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Grace, franked Upper Offory, and the de- 
ponent believes ſuch letters, franked by the 
ſaid Lord Offory, came from his Lordſhip; 
and the deponent believes her Grace an- 
ſwered them, by reaſon that her Grace's 
groom, William Moſely, hath informed 
the' deponent that he had put letters into 
the poſt- office, directed for Lord Offory. 
He further depoſes and ſays, that, after 
Lord Offory was gone to Ireland, and there« 
fore was not with the Dutcheſs, her Grace, 
from that time till the twenty-third of Au- 
guſt, when the deponent and other of her 
Grace's ſervants were ſent to her houſe in 
London, ſeldom or ever came down ſtairs, 
and moſtly continued in her Grace's bed- 
chamber, and was feldom ſeen by any of 
her Grace's ſervants, except thoſe who at- 


tended upon her perſon; and the deponent 


ſaith, that he heard it talked in the family 
that ſhe intended to take a journey to Good- 
wood, in the county of Suſſex, but the rea- 
ſon that it was ſo reported he knows not. 
He further depoſes and ſays, that, on or 
about the twentieth of Auguſt laſt, there 
was a talk among her Grace's ſervants, that 


ſhe 
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the intended to go to London in a few 
days, and that ſome of the ſervants were 
to go before and prepare for her Grace's 
reception ; but the deponent does not be- 
lieve her Grace had any intention of going 
to London ; but he does believe ſhe in- 
tended to ſend ſome of her ſervants out of 
the way at the time of her Grace's delivery; 
and that the time of her Grace's delivery 
was intended to be, and was, kept as ſecret 
as poſſible; and that none of the ſervants 
knew of the time, except Mrs. Dubarg, 
and one Hannah Reed, who were always 
about her Grace's perſon. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, about 
ſix o'clock in the morning of the twenty- 
third of Auguſt laſt, the deponent was 
called up, and when he came down ſtairs, 
he underſtood from ſome of the other ſer- 
vants, that a boy had brought a horſe from 
Kingſton, upon which William Trays, her 
Grace's butler, had been to Kingſton. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, about 
fix o'clock in the morning of the faid twen- 
ty-third of Auguſt, this deponent was called 
from bed, to the beſt of his remembrance 
by 
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by Mrs. Hern, her Grace's houſe-keeper, 
and directed to get up immediately, for 
that the deponent and others her Grace's 
ſervants were to go to London, for that her 
Grace intended to dine there that day; and 
that the coach was getting ready: and ac- 
cordingly before eight o'clock of the ſaid 
morning, the ſaid Mrs. Hern the houſe- 
keeper, her Grace's cook, coachman, poſti- 
lion, and the deponent, her footman, ſet off 
for her Grace's houſe in London. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that he be- 
lieves the Dutcheſs of Grafton did not ever 
ſend notice of her delivery to the Duke of 


Grafton, her huſband; and as far as ap- 


peared to the deponent, ſhe uſed her en- 

deavours to keep the ſame a ſecret from his 

Grace, and her relations, and friends. 
He further depoſes and fays, that the 


deponent, and the Teſt of her Grace's ſer- 


vants, who were ſo ſent to London, conti- 
nued at her Grace's houſe in Seymour Piace; 
till the twenty-fourth of September follow- 
ing, when they went down to Combe; but 
the deponent heard her Grace's houſekeeper, 
Mrs. Hern, ſay, that they were to have gone 
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the Tueſday before, but that her Grace had 
countermanded her firſt orders, relative to 
there going down to Combe. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, whilſt 
he was in London, abſent from her Grace's 
houſe at Combe, he heard it publickly re- 
ported, that her Grace was brought to-bed 
of a girl; and the deponent heard the ſame 
when he went down to her Grace's houſe 
at Combe, and that Doctor Hunt had 

taken the child away. 

He further depoſes and fays, that, tho 
the deponent left her Grace's ſervice, which 
was on the ninth of November laft, her 
Grace was at Combe; and the deponent | 
believes, that the ſaid houſe in Seymour 
Place ſtill belongs to her Grace, ſhe having a 
ſervant in it; and that Seymour Place afore- 
ſaid is in the pariſn of Saint George, Han- 
over Square, in the county of Middleſex.

CHARLOTTE DUPARG, wife of 
Alexander Duparg, chambermaid to her 
Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton, one of the 
parties in this cauſe, living with her. Grace, 
aged twenty-five years, a witneſs produced 
and ſworn, depoſes and ſays, that, in the 
month of April, 1766, ſhe went to live as 
chambermaid, or lady's maid, with her 
Grace, Ann Dutcheſs of Grafton, one of 
the parties in. this cauſe, at her houſe in 
Upper Groſvenor Street, and now lives 
with her Grace in that capacity ; that ſhe 
came to live with her through the Counteſs 
of Hertford, who engaged this deponent 
at Paris, in conſequence of a letter from 
her Grace to the Counteſs, deſiring her to 
hire a chambermaid, or lady's-maid for her 
Grace; that ſhe hath no knowledge of his 
Grace, Auguſtus-Henry Duke of Grafton, 
the other party in this cauſe; that her 
Grace continued ſome time in her ſaid houſe 
in Upper Groſvenor Street, and removed 
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from thence to Seymour Place; and her 
ſaid Grace conſtantly reſided in the {aid 
houſes when in London. 

And ſhe further ſaith, that the es at- 
tended her Grace when ſhe went into the 
country, and always was in the houſe with 
her; that, to her knowledge, ſhe never faw 
the Duke of Grafton: and the deponent 
believes that, from the time ſhe ſo went to 
live with her Grace, to the preſent time, 
that his Grace the Duke of Grafton hath 
never had the carnal uſe of the body of the 
ſaid Dutcheſs of Grafton, his wife, or had 
any converſation cr perſonal intercourſe 
with her Grace, or ever been in her Grace's 
company. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that, when 
her Grace returned from Brighthelmſtone 
laſt year, the time particularly ſhe'cannot 
ſay, ſhe went to her father's houſe, the 
Lord Ravenſworth's, in the North: and the 
deponent further faith, that ſhe hath ſome- 
times ſeen letters, which ſhe believes came 
from Lord Offory, by the deponent's ob- 
ſerving his name upon the direction; but 
the deponent never was in any manner con- 


cerned 
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cerned in ſecretly forwarding letters to and 
from the ſaid Lord Offory to her Grace; 


nor does ſhe know whether her Grace uſed, 


at that time, to write to Lord Offory. 

She further depoſes and fays, that her 
Grace came to her houſe in Seymour Place, 
from Lord Ravenſworth's, but the time when 
ſhe cannot ſay : and ſhe further ſaith, that 
ſhe knows not whether Lord Offory did 
or did not viſit her Grace on the very day 
ſhe arrived; and, to the beſt of her remem- 
brance, his Lordſhip did not come on that 
day ; and ſhe knows not in what particular 
room her Grace fat that day in. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that her 


Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton, continued 


at her houſe in Seymour Place, till June 
laſt, when ſhe removed to a houſe which 
ſhe had hired ready-furniſhed at Combe, 
near Kingſton, in the county of Surry; but 
her Grace did not quit her ſaid houſe in 
Seymour Place: that, from the time of 
her Grace's arrival in town, till ſhe went 
to Combe, ſhe hath frequently ſeen Lord 
Offory come to her Grace's houſe in Sey- 
mour Place, ſometimes of a morning, and 


{ome- 
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ſometimes of an evening; and the depo- 
nent did underſtand, from her Grace's 
ſervants, that Lord Offory uſed frequently 
to be alone with her Graee; and that 
when her Grace had card-parties, he uſed 
to ſtay alone with the Dutcheſs, after the 
company were gone; but this deponent 
faith, that ſhe conſtantly kept to her 
chamber, and never, whilſt her Grace was 
in town, was with . her Grace, in the 
room, when ſhe was. with Lord Offory : 
that the deponent underſtood from her 
Grace, that it was her orders, that of a 
morning, when Lord Offory was with her 
Grace, nobody but Lord and Lady Raven(\- 
worth, Gen, Elliſon, and two or three 
ladies ſhould be admitted, whoſe names her 


Grace would mention on ſuch mernings ; 


but they were not always the ſame ladies 
that ſhould be admitted; and the deponent 
knows not what orders her Grace gave for 
the evening: and ſhe further ſaith, that 
her Grace uſed generally to fit in the great 
room, or back room, which led to a ſmall 
room or cloſet, that went from ſuch great 
room, and that in fuch great room there

deponent believes had no intention of 
going any journey; but intended ſtaying 
and being delivered at her houſe at Combe. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that Doctor 


Hunter did attend her Grace the Dutcheſs

She alſo depoſes and fays, that her 
Grace did cauſe notice to be given (the 
time of her delivery drawing near) that 
ſhe would remove to her houſe in London; 
and that the ſervants ſhould go before to 
prepare for her reception; and that her 
Grace gave out ſo, as a reaſon for the 
ſervants going; but this deponent is cer- 
tain that her Grace had no intention of

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going herſelf to London, becauſe ſhe told 
the deponent that ſhe had no ſuch inten- 
tion, but that ſhe would ſend the ſervants, 
that the houſe might be quiet : and that 
it was not neceſſary to tell them that her 
Grace's time of delivery was near.

She further depoſes and ſays, that ſhe 
will not be certain, but does believe that 
Dorothy Motherſale, her Grace's cook, 
and one of the ſervants ſo ſent to London, 
did not come into the room where the 
deponent was, and there ſee the child- 
bed-linen laid out, in the ſame manner as 
if a child was expected to be born. 

She likewiſe depoſes and ſays, that, about 
nine o'clock in the morning, of the ſaid 
twenty- third of Auguſt, after the ſaid 
ſervants were ſet off for London, William 
Trays, her Grace's butler, and the ſaid 
nurſe Tyſon, arrived at Combe in a poſt- 


chaiſe, 
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chaiſe, and the ſaid nurſe Tyſon was im- 
mediately introduced by the deponent, 
into her Grace's bed-chamber; and her 
Grace was then in ſtrong labour, and was 
ſoon afterwards delivered of a daughter, 
by the ſaid nurſe Tyſon, but neither the 
deponent, nor Hannah Reed, were preſent 
at the inſtant of her Grace's delivery:

} Hunter had procured a good nurſe for the 
child: and this deponent further faith, 
that, as Doctor Hunter was going away 


with the child, the deponent did aſk him 


: if he would not ſtay a minute, and let her 


Grace ſee the child before it went? But |

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what anſwer he made, -the deponent can- 
not remember : but the child was carried 
into her Grace's room, and the face un- 
covered for her Grace to fee it; but the 
deponent believes it was ſo dark that ſhe 
could not ſee it: that the child's face was 
covered again, and the deponent believes, 
that Doctor Hunter took the child away 
with him in the poſt-chaiſe. 


She further depoſes and ſays, that ſhe

She alſo depoſes and ſays, that ſhe 
did not particularly obſerve, but does be- 
lieve, that the clout which the child had 
on, was marked with a G, and the depo- 
nent does believe, it was a clout belonging 
to her Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton; 
and that her Grace might have made uſe 
of it when ſhe had lain-in before. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that, on 
the firſt or ſecond day after her Grace's 
delivery, William Trays was ſent to Lon- 
don, and, as the deponent believes, by

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her Grace's directions, to fetch from her 
houſe in London a filver ſaucepan, which 
was always uſed for her Grace; but the 
deponent did not underſtand it had been 
particularly to warm her Grace's drinks 
when ſhe laid- in: and the deponent deli- 
vered to him a note from her Grace, di- 
rected to Mr. Alibert; but whether in 
the French language or not, ſhe cannot

She further depoſes and ſays, that her 
Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton, during 
the month of her lying-in, did not (to 
induce her ſervants who were left in the 
houſe to believe ſhe was not brought to 
bed) order dinner to be carried up in the 
uſual manner, as if ſhe had not been de- 

X 2 livered : 
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livered : that nurſe Tyſon and the depo. 
nent did dine up ſtairs, in order the more 
conveniently to attend her Grace : that, 
to her knowledge, nurſe Tyſon was not 
hindered going down ſtairs, if ſhe pleaſed 
ſo to do; and that ſhe was not concealed, 
unknown to her Grace's ſervants : that 
the knows not, nor can at preſent recol- 
let, whether her Grace was, during her 
month of lying-in, ſeen by any of her 
men-ſervants : and ſhe further faith, that, 
when her Grace's month was nearly ex- 
pired, ſhe believes her Grace ſent orders 
to her houſe in London, for the ſervants 
who had been ſent there to come down to 
Combe ; and that her Grace changed her 
ſentiments, and ſent other orders for their 
coming ; but the deponent knows not 
that ſhe did fo for any particular reaſon, 
nor the particular day when the ſervants 
did come down, nor whether her Grace 
dined below ſtairs that day, for the firſt 
time fince her delivery. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that, about 
nine o'clock in the evening, of the firſt or 
ſecond 
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ſecond day after her Grace the Dutcheſs 
of Grafton was brought to bed, Lord 
Oſſory came to her houſe at Combe, and 
was by the deponent ſhewed into her 
Grace's bed-chamber, where he continued 
till about twelve o'clock. 

She alſo depoſes and ſays, that Lord 
Offory came again, in two or three days 
time, and (to the deponent's remembrance) 
much about the ſame time, and continued 
much about the ſame time, as by her 
before- mentioned: that the faid Lord 
Oſſory laid one night in her Grace's houſe 
at Combe, but not near her Grace's bed- 
chamber, nor does the deponent Know the 
particular day when.

SOPHIA ALIBERT, wife of Alexan- 
der Alibert, of Little Queen Street, 
Argyle Buildings, Oxford Road, in the 
county of Middleſex, French-maſter, aged 
forty-two years, a witneſs produced and 
ſworn, depoſes and ſays, that, in the 
month of January, 1765, this deponent, 
by the recommendation of Lady Fitz Roy, 
mother of his Grace the Duke of Grafton, 
one of the parties in this cauſe, went to 
live with the Dutcheſs of Grafton, the 
other party in this cauſe, in the quality of 
governeſs to Lady Georgiana, her Grace's 
daughter, and thereby came to know 
her Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton ; that 
ſhe continued with her, and to attend and 
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inſtruct the ſaid Lady Georgiana, as go- 
verneſs, till the month of July laſt, when 
Lady Georgiana was ſent for (as the de- 
ponent underſtood) by his Grace the Duke 
of Grafton, and thereupon the deponent 
left. her Grace's ſervice : that, when Lady 
Georgiana had the whooping-cough, the 
deponent was with her ladyſhip at lodgings 
at Kenſington, for change of air; and 
whilſt they were there, the Duke of 
Grafton came to ſee Lady Georgiana, 
which was the firſt time, to the depo- 
nent's knowledge, that ſhe ever ſaw his 
Grace ; that once or twice, fince ſhe left 
her Grace's ſervice, ſhe hath ſeen him at 
his own houſe, but hath no other know- 
ledge of his Grace : and ſhe further faith, 
that, when her Grace the Dutcheſs of 
Grafton went to Brighthelmſtone laſt year, 
this deponent, not -being very well, had 
her Grace's leave, and went home to her 
huſband, the ſaid Alexander Alibert, and 
continued with him till March laſt, when 
the deponent went again to her Grace's 
houſe : that ſhe believes her Grace arrived 
in town in December, 1767: that the

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room her Grace uſually fat in was the 
drawing-room, which led to a ſmall room, 
or cloſet; that in both the ſaid rooms 
there was a couch, and to ſuch finall 
room, or cloſet, there was no communi- 
cation but through the drawing-room, 
and by a door from the little ſtair-caſe; 
and that ſuch door was uſed by her Grace 
when ſhe came from her chamber. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that, 46 
by her before- mentioned, ſhe returned to 
her Grace's in March laſt, and in the 
latter end of the month of May, or the 
beginning of June following, her. Grace 
left town, and removed to a houſe which 
ſhe had hired ready-furniſhed, at Combe, 
near Kingſton, in the county of Surry : 
but this deponent believes her Grace did 
not quit her houſe in Seymour Place : and 
ſhe further faith, that, during the faid 
time, ſhe underſtood from almoſt every 
body in the houſe that Lord Offory was 
frequently with her Grace, and continued 
with her very late in the evening alone; 
and that twice, during that time, he ſtaid 
late with her Grace after her card- parties 

3 were 
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were broke up; and the deponent alſo 
underſtood it to be her Grace's orders to 
her ſervants to deny her being at home, 
when Lord Offory was with her : that ſhe 
once faw his Lordſhip going in at her 
Grace's door, when the deponent was 
returning with Lady Georgiana from walk- 
ing ; and the deponent then knowing his 
perſon, ſhe being told it was his Lordſhip, 
ſhe frequently ſaw his Lordſhip come 
ſeveral times afterwards. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that, on 
the eighteenth of July laſt, ſhe left the 
houſe of her Grace the Dutcheſs of Graf- 
ton, at Combe, when her Grace appeared 
far advanced with child: and the deponent 
faith, that ſhe knows not, of her own 
knowledge, but heard from Mrs. Duparg, 
(her Grace's woman) and does verily be- 
lieve, that her Grace was in the month of 
Auguſt following, delivered of a female- 
child, at her houſe at Combe, and that 
ſuch child was begotten on her body by 
Lord Offory, becauſe the deponent knew 
her Grace lived ſeparate from the Duke of 
Grafton, her huſband : and that the ſaid 
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Lord Offory was frequently with her, and 
becauſe of the public report that Lord 
Offory was the father of ſuch child: and 
the deponent believes, her Grace did uſe 
endeavours to keep her being, with child, 
and her delivery, a ſecret. _ 

She further depoſes and fays, that, ſhe 
knows not the particular day, but the de- 
ponent heard it faid among her Grace's 
{ervants, that his Grace the Duke of 
Portland had been to viſit her Grace, and 
that he was refuſed admittance ; but the 
deponent did not ſee his Grace. 

She further depoſes 'and ſays, that ſhe 
believes her Grace ,the Dutcheſs of Graf 
ton, did uſe her endeavaurs to keep her 
delivery a ſecret from the Duke of Graf- 
ton, and her relations, and friends ; z at leaſt 
ſhe appeared ſo to do, whilſt the deponent 
was with her Grace; and becauſe the de- 
ponent hath heard ſhe ſent ſeveral of her 
ſervants. to London, the morning of her 
delivery, to prevent its being known. 

She further depoſes and. ſays, that, to 
the beſt of: her remembrance, on or: about 
the twenty- fifth of Auguſt laſt, this de- 

ponent 
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ponent received a letter from Mrs. Duparg 
her Grace's maid, by her Grace's butler, 
William Trays, in which was incloſed a 
billet or note in the French language ; the 
purport of which was to deſire the depo- 
nent to employ ſomebody to buy fix hare- 
ſkins; and the deponent believes it was 
mentioned, in ſuch note, not to ſay who 
they were for; that the ſaid billet or note 
was of her ſaid Grace the Dutcheſs of 
Grafton's ' hand-writing, as the deponent 
verily believes, having often ſeen her write, 
and being well acquainted with her hand- 
writing: and ſhe further faith, that, in 
conſequence of ſuch note, the deponent's 
# Huſband bought ſix hare-ſkins, and they 
were ſent by William Trays to her Grace 
at Combe : and the faid William Trays 
came of an evening, and called the next 
morning for the ſaid- packet or parcel. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that ſhe 
heard it publickly reported, and particu- 
BE larly was told in the month of September, 
as ſhe believes, by the ſaid Mrs. Duparg, 
that her Grace was brought to-bed as

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afore mentioned, and that ſhe was delivered 


by nurſe Tyſon, before Doctor * 
arrived.

WILLIAM KENNING, late poſtilion, 
or ſervant to Fouth Eaſtcott, of Crown

and ſworn, de poſes and ſays, that, about 
eleven years ago, he lived as a ſervant with 


John Howe, Eſq. at Hanſlope, in the 


county of Bucks, and by his viſiting the 
Moſt Noble Auguſtus-Henfy, Duke of 
Grafton, party in this cauſe, the deponent 
came to know his Grace, and her Grace, 
Ann Dutcheſs of Grafton, his wife, the 
other party in this cauſe; and he further 
faith, that, he cannot remember the par- 
ticular day, but it was ſome time in the 
month of Auguſt laſt, a ſervant of Doctor 
Hunter came in a great hurry to the ſaid 
Mrs. Eaſtcott's, and directed a poſt-chaiſe 
and four to be got ready immediately, and 


to go to Stanhope Street, May Fair: that 
accordingly, a poſt-chaiſe and four was 


prepared, 4 
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prepared, and the deponent and the ſaid Dr. 
Hunter's coachman were the poſtilions ; that 
they -went with the chaiſe into Stanhope 
Street, and ſtaid there from fifteen to twenty 
minutes, when the ſame ſervant told the 
deponent to go with the chaiſe and ſtay 
under the Park Wall, till the doctor came; 
and ſoon afterwards, Doctor Hunter came 
to the Park Wall, and getting into the 
chaiſe, ordered the deponent to go to 
Combe, in Surry ; and when the deponent 
came in the pariſh of Combe, the depo- 
nent enquired of Doctor Hunter which 
houſe he was to go, and he told the depo- 
nent the white houſe upon- the hill, which 
was the houſe in which her Grace the 
Dutcheſs of Grafton lived: and the de- 
ponent ſaith, that, they miſtook the high- 
way to the ſaid houſe, 40 finding g they were 
wrong, made a ſtop, and ſhould have 
turned to have gone the right way, but 
Doctor Hunter jumped out of the chaiſe, 
and told them to ſtay ti!l he came; and 
Doctor Hunter got over ſome rails, and 
went through ſome graſs, where there were 
high trees near the houſe, and did not 
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return till about an hour; and the depo- 
nent drove his horſes under the hedge, and 
he and the other poſtilion, Doctor Hun- 
ter's coachman, eat blackberries; and he 
further ſaith, that, upon the deponent's 


ſeeing Doctor Hunter coming from the 


houſe, they drove up to meet him, and he 
was followed by a woman-ſervant with 


ſomething like a large bundle in her arm, 


wrapt up like a bundle; and the deponent 
thought it was an odd bundle, but did not 
think more about it: but the deponent, 
from what he hath fince heard, believes 
ſuch bundle was a child; that the doctor 
got into the chaiſe and received the bundle 
of the ſervant ; and the doctor pulled up 
all the blinds, and directed the deponent, 
and his ſaid coachman, to drive to his 
houſe in Windmill Street; and to go 
through a wood, which would bring them 
into Kingſton Road, and deſired them to 
make haſte: that they went pretty fait, 
and the coachman told the deponent to 
drive faſt on, which the deponent ſaid he 
would not; and that he would not ſpoil his 
* horſes for nobody : that they drove 
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ſo faſt that he believes they were in town 
in about an hour and a quarter: and he fur- 
ther faith, that, when Doctor Hunter got 
out of the chaiſe at his own houſe, he put 
the ſaid bundle under his coat, ſo that it 
might not be ſeen; and the deponent fur- 
ther ſaith, that the ſaid coachman of Doctor 
Hunter's knocked at the door for orders, 
when the Doctor's ſervant gave the ſaid 
coachman two half-crowns, one of which 
he gave to the deponent, and ſaid, that if it 
was not heard where they had been, they 
ſhould have half-a-crown more : and this 
deponent further ſaith, that the ſaid Doctor 
Hunter uſed frequently to have chaiſes of 
the ſaid Mrs. Eaſtcott; that when they came 
into Stanhope Street, as by him before- 
mentioned, the ſaid Doctor Hunter's ſer- 
vant, ſpeaking to the ſaid Doctor Hunter's 
coachman, ſaid, that his maſter was not 
pleaſed that he was come, becauſe he was 
lo remarkable.

THOMAS SEAWELL, cook to his 
Grace the Duke of Grafton, one of the 
parties in this cauſe, aged forty years, a 
witneſs produced and ſworn, depoſes and 
ſays, that, on or about the tenth of May, 
1758, this deponent went to live as cook 
to his Grace Auguſtus-Henry Duke” of 
Grafton, one of the parties in this cauſe, 
by which means he came to know his ſaid 
Grace, and her Grace Ann Dutcheſs of 
Grafton, his wife, the other party in this 
caui:z and the deponent continued with 
their ſaid Graces till ſome time in June, 
1761, when their Graces went abroad, as 
he now beſt remembers; and ſome time 
in or about the month of September, 
1762, their Graces returned to England, 
when the deponent went again to live as a 
cook to his Grace the Duke of Grafton, 
and now lives with him: and he further

were {ent down to his Grace's houſe, called 
Wakefield Lodge, in Northamptonſhire, 
and ſoon afterwards the Duke came down 
to Wakefield Lodge aforeſaid, without the 
Dutcheſs; and the deponent underſtood 


her Grace was gone to her father's, Lord 


Ravenſworth's, in the North ; and he fur-

live as valet-de-chambre with his Grace,

He further depoſes and ſays, that, in 
the month of December, 1764, he at- 
tended her Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton 
to London, from the North, and ſhe then 
went to her father's, the Lord Ravenſ- 
worth's, in St. James's Square, and the 
deponent to the Duke's houſe in Bond 
Street, and, in a day or two afterwards, 
the deponent was to go to his Grace at 
Wakefield Lodge, in Northamptonſhire ;

Duke's houſe, or the Duke into her Grace“ 
houſe, and he hath never fince ſeen or 
heard that their Graces were ever together; 
and therefore the deponent does verily 


believe, that, from the time the deponent iſ 


attended her Grace into the North, to this 
preſent time, his Grace the Duke of Grat- 


ton hath never had the carnal uſe of the | 
body of the ſaid Dutcheſs of Grafton, hi 
wife, or any converſation or perſonal in- 


terview Whatever with her ſaid Grace.

HANNAH REED, ſpinſter, chamber- 
maid to her Grace the Dutcheſs of Graf- 
ton, one of the parties in this cauſe, aged 
twenty-cight years, a witneſs produced 
and ſworn, depoſes and ſays, that ſhe hath 
no knowledge of his Grace, Auguſtus- 
Henry, Duke of Grafton, one of the par- 
ties in this cauſe ; that, in the month of 
January, 1765, the deponent went to live 
with her Grace, Ann, Dutcheſs of Graf- 
ton, the other party in this cauſe; and 
hath eyer fince, and now doth live with 
her Grace as her chambermaid ; that ſhe 
{o firſt went to live with her Grace at her 
father's houſe, the Lord Ravenſworth's, 
in St. James's Square, from whence her 
Grace removed to a houſe ſhe had taken 
in Upper Groſvenor Street; and in the 
ſummer following, the deponent attended 
her to Tunbridge Wells, from whence her 
Grace returned to London, and then went 
to her father's, Lord Ravenſworth's houſe, 
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in the North; and the deponent did not 
attend her Grace there, but was left at 
her ſaid houſe in Upper Groſvenor Street ; 
that her Grace returned from the North, 
and ſpent the winter in London, in Upper 
Groſvenor Street aforeſaid; and, in the 
ſummer following, the deponent attended 
her Grace to Tunbridge Wells again, from 
whence ſhe returned to town to a houſe 
which her Grace had taken in Seymour 
Place, where her Grace continued the 
winter; and in the ſummer, 1767, her 
Grace went to Brighthelmſtone, in Suſſex, 
and from thence returned to London, and 
went again to her father's in the North; 
and returned to London in the month of 
December following, where her Grace 
continued till the removed to Combe in 
Surry, at which place ſhe now reſides: 
and the deponent further ſaith, that, from 
the time ſhe ſo went io live with her Grace, 
to the preſent time, ſhe conſtantly lived 
in the houſe, and attended upon her Grace, 
except when ſhe was in the North, and 
that ſhe never ſaw the Duke and Dutcheſs 
togerher ; and never knew or heard that 
| the 
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the Duke ever came to either of her ſaid 
Grace's houſes, or ever had any converſa- 


tion with her, or ever was in her company; 


and by reaſon thereof, and their ſaid Graces 
living ſeparate and apart from each other, 
the deponent does verily believe, that, from 
the time ſhe ſo went to live with her Grace, 
to the preſent time, his ſaid Grace, the 
Duke of Grafton, hath never had the 
carnal uſe of the body of the ſaid Dutcheſs 
of Grafton, his wife, or had any conver- 
ſation or perſonal intercourſe whatever 
with her Grace. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that, to 
the beſt of her remembrance, her Grace, 
the Dutcheſs of Grafton, came from her 
father's houſe in the North, to her houſe 
in Seymour Place aforeſaid, on or about 
the third of December, 1767, but the 
deponent does not know that Lord Offory 
came to viſit her Grace that very evening ; 
and ſhe believes he did not, but that it 
might be the very next evening: that her 
Grace uſually ſat, in the back-room, or 
drawing-room, which led trom or through 
a fore-room, and {ſuch drawing-room or 
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back-room led to another ſmall room ; and 
that, in the drawing-room, and in the ſaid 
ſmall room, there was a couch : that there 


was a communication to ſuch back-room, 


or drawing- room, beſides going through 
the fore-room, by a door on the great 
ftair-caſe, leading immediately to the 
drawing- room; that ſuch door was at all 
times kept locked or faſtened, on account 


of the child; and there was alſo another 


communication to the ſaid drawing-room, 
by a door from the ſmall ſtair-caſe, which 
went immediately into the ſaid ſmall room, 

and from thence into the drawing-reom. 
She further depoſes and ſays, that her 
Grace, the Dutcheſs of Grafton, continued 
at her houſe in Seymour Place, aforeſaid, 
till about the ſecond of June laſt, when 
her Grace removed to a houſe which ſhe 
had taken, ready-furniſhed, at Combe, 
near Kingiton, in the county of Surry ; 
and ſhe further faith, that ſhe underitocd, 
among her Grace's ſervants, that Lord 
Offory was frequently with ber Grace, at 
her houſe in Seymour Place aforeſaid, and 
that he uſed to ſtay late with her Grace, 
| but 
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but the deponent was conſtantly up ſtairs; 
and never, 'to her knowledge, ſaw Lord 


 Offory come to viſit her Grace, or in com- 


pany with her: and ſhe further ſaith, that 
ſhe underſtood her Grace's orders were, 
that ſhe would always fee Lord and Lady 
Ravenſworth, Lord Oſſory, General Elli- 


ſon, and two or three ladies, whoſe names 


her Grace would mention; but the depo- 


nent knows nat of any other orders of her 
Grace, that ſhe would fee nobody when 


Lord Offory was with her. 
She further depoſes and ſays, that, in the 


month of June laſt, ſoon after her Grace 
went to Combe, the deponent did obſerve, 


and thought her ſaid Grace was with child, 


and the deponent has heard her Grace ſay, 


that ſhe grew fat, and the deponent be- 


lieves her Grace might ſay, her cloaths 
were too little for-her ; and the deponent 


faith, that her Grace did look extremely 


well ih the face, and was rather fat in the 
face. 

She further depoſes and fays, that ſhe 
knows not the particular day when Lord 
Offory viſited her Grace, at her houle at 


Combe, 
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Combe, but the deponent ſays, his Lord- 
ſhip frequently viſited her Graee at Combe, 
and the deponent believes was alone with 
her ſeveral times till twelve o'clock at 
night, and ſometimes later; that her faid 
Grace uſually fat below ſtairs in a parlour, 
which had a communication to an unfur- 
niſhed- room, ſaving their being a couch, 
and ſome other odd things. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that ſhe 

believes her Grace did ſend Mrs. Duparg, 
her maid, to London, for child-bed-linen, 
and that ſhe brought the ſame down with 
her to Combe, the ſame day. 
She allo depoſes and ſays, that ſhe 
heard from the ſervants, that Miſs Pelham 
came to ſee her Grace, but when the de- 
ponent knows not, nor can ſhe ſay whe- 
ther Lord Offory came that day or not; 
that his Lordſhip came ſo often, that the 
deponent took no particular notice, ſo as 
to be certain as to his coming on the ſe— 
venth day of July. 

She further depoſcs and ſays, that ſhe 
knows not the particular day, but his 
Grace, the Duke of Portland, did come to 
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viſit her Grace, the Dutcheſs of Grafton, 


at Combe aforeſaid, and the deponent 
believes he was refuſed ſeeing her Grace. 


She further depoſes and ſays, that ſhe 
knows not that her Grace at any particu- 
lar time gave orders to Mrs. Duparg to 
ſort her Grace's child-bed-linen, to be in 
readineſs againſt her Grace's delivery. 

She alſo depoſes and ſays, that her 
Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton, con- 
ſtantly went out in her poſt-chaiſe, to the 


day of her delivery, and frequently, and 


almoſt daily, walked in her garden, ſo that 
her Grace might be ſeen by all her family ; 
and ſhe did not avoid being ſeen by any 
perſons” in the family, but Mrs. Duparg 
and the deponent: and ſhe further faith, 
that ſhe heard it mentioned among her 
Grace's ſervants, that ſhe intended going 
to Goodwood, in Suſſex; but the depd- 
nent never heard any thing of it from her 
Grace, and does not believe that ſhe had 
any intentions of going to Goodwood, or 
of making any journies: and further to 
the thirty-third article ſhe cannot depoſe, 
ſave that ſhe believes her ſaid Grace did

She further depoſes and ſays, that, about 
fix o'clock in the morning of the ſaid 
twenty-third of Auguſt laſt, her Grace's 
houſe-keeper, cook, coachman, poſtilion, 
and one footman, were called up; and the 
deponent believes, in conſequence of her 
Grace's orders to Mrs, Duparg, ſuch ſer- 
vants were ordered to go to London, and 
the deponent believes that they were told 
that the Dutcheſs would come to London 
that very evening; that the coach was got 
ready, and ſuch ſervants ſet off about 
cight o'clock for London. 

She alſo depoſes and ſays, that, ſoon

hare- 
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hare-ſkins, for the Dutcheſs to apply to 
her breaſts; that the ſaid William Trays 
brought the ſaid filver ſaucepan, and the 
hare-ſkins, and that the ſaucepan was uſed 
for warming her Grace's drink, whilſt the 
laid-in, and all or ſome of the ſaid hare- 
{kins were applied to her Grace's breaſts 
during her lyingsin. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that, du- 


ring her Grace's month of lying-in, ſhe 


did not, (to induce a belief in the ſervants 
who remained in the houſe that ſhe was 
not brought to bed) order, or uſe to have 
dinners brought in the ſame manner, as 
before her delivery, for, before her delivery, 
her Grace dined in her dining-room, and 
the dinner was brought by her Gracc's 
footman: and, during her lying-in, her 
Grace's dinner was carried up ſtairs by the 
deponent, into her Grace's dreſſing- room, 
next to her bed-chamber : that the ſaid 
nurſe Tyſon was not, to her knowledge, 
hindered from going down ſtairs, and ſhe 
was not concealed in her Grace's bed- 
chamber, but was ſeen by her Grace's 
ſervants in general: that the deponent 

believes 
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believes none of her Grace's men-ſervants, 
for near a month after her Grace's delivery, 
ſaw her Grace: that the ſervants which 
ſhe ſent to London, the deponent believes, 
remained in her Grace's houſe in town, 
during her Grace's month of lying-in ;

WILLIAM TRAYS, butler to her 
Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton, one of 
the parties in this cauſe, aged thirty-fix 
years, a witneſs produced and ſworn, de- 
= poſes and ſays, that, in the month of 
EZ Auguſt, 1755, he went to live as a foot- 
F man 
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man -with his Grace, Auguſtus-Henry 
Fitz Roy, Duke of Grafton, one of the 
parties in this cauſe, then Auguſtus-Henry 
Fitz Roy, commonly called Earl of 
Euſton; by which means he became ac- 
quainted with his Grace, and her Grace, 
Ann Dutcheſs of Grafton, the other party 
in this cauſe, to whom his Grace was ſoon 
aftewards married: that he continued to 
live in the ſervice of his Grace, as foot- 
man to her Grace, till the month of Au- 
guſt, 1764, when the deponent attended 
her Grace to Eſslington, in the county of 
Northumberland, the ſeat of her father's, 
the Lord Ravenſworth : that, from the 
iaid month of Auguſt, to this preſent time, 
her ſaid Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton, 
hath lived ſeparate and apart from the 
Duke of Grafton, her huſband, and the 
deponent hath ever ſince, conſtantly lived 
in her Grace's houſe, and attended her 
both in town and country; and during 
all that time the deponent hath never 
ſeen the Duke of Grafton in company 
with her; and his ſaid Grace was never, 
to the deponent's knowledge or belief, in 

I any 
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any or either of her Grace's houſes : and 
the deponent does verily believe, her Grace 
never went to any, or either of his Grace's 
houſes : and, for the reaſons aforeſaid, the 
deponent does verily believe, that, from the 
ſaid month of Auguſt, 1764, to this pre- 
ſent time, his ſaid Grace, the Duke of 
Grafton, hath never had the carnal uſe of 


the body of the ſaid Ann, the Dutcheſs 


of Grafton, his wife, or any converſation 
or perſonal intercourſe whatever with her 
Grace, 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, when 
her Grace left Brighthelmſtone, in Suſſex, 
ſome time in or about the month of Sep- 
tember, 1767, her Grace went for two or 
three days to his Grace the Duke of Rich- 
mond's, at Goodwood, in Suſſex, and 
then returned to London, where ſhe alſo 
ſtaid two or three days, and then went to 
her father's, the Lord Ravenſworth's, in 
the North. 7 8 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, her 
ſaid Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton ar- 
rived in town, at her houſe in Seymour 


Place, from the ſeat of the ſaid Lord 
1 C c Ravenſ- 
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Ravenſworth's, in the North, on or about 
the third of December, 1767; and ſoon 
after her Grace's arrival, the depohent, 
not being in waiting that evening, pulled 
off his boots, and went out, and did not 
return till about bed-time : and the depo- 
nent knows not, nor does he recollect to 
have heard, that Lord Offory was that 
evening with her Grace ; that her Grace 
uſually fat in the drawing-room, or back- 


room, to which there was a communica- 


tion through a fore-room, by a door from 
the great ſtair-caſe, which was conſtantly 
kept locked, her Grace finding it let in 
cold, and choofing that her ſervants ſhould 
go through the fore-room; that the 
drawing-room led to another ſmall room, 
and in both the ſiid rooms there was 2 


couch; and that to ſuch ſmall room, there 


was a door from the ſmall ſtair-caſe ; and 
the deponent knows not that ſuch door 
was ever faſtened or locked. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that, from 
the time of her Grace's arrival in town, 
as by him before- mentioned, till on or 
about the ſecond day of June laſt, when 
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ſhe removed to a houſe ſhe hired ready- 
furniſhed, at Combe, near Kingſton, in 
Surry, (but her ſaid Grace did not quit 


FX her ſaid houſe in Seymour Place) the faid 


Lord Offory was frequently alone with 


her Grace, for many hours together, in 
the evening, and uſed to viſit her almoſt 


daily, ſometimes morning, ſometimes 
at noon, but moſtly in the evening : and, 


when his Lordſhip came in the evening, 


he uſed generally to come about eight 


| o'clock, and continued alone with her 


Grace in her ſaid drawing-room for many 
hours together, ſometimes till ane or two 
o'clock in the morning; and the faid 
Lord Offory hath ſeveral times ſtaid 


alone for an hour or two with her Grace, 


after the card- parties, which her Grace 


uſed frequently to have, were broke up; 
and he further ſaith, that he never uſed 
to carry candles to her Grace till the 
bell rung, and he had her Grace's orders 
to bring them: that, when the deponent 
hath carried candles, in conſequence of 
her Grace's directions, he hath ſeen Lord 


Oſſory and her Grace ſitting alone, in her 


Cc2 drawing- 
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drawing-room, in the dark; but this de- 
ponent never took any particular notice, 
and cannot take upon himſelf to ſay, that 
her Grace and Lord Offory uſed to fit any 
conſiderable time alone in the dark : and 
he further ſaith, that her Grace's orders 
were, that ſhe would always ſee Lord and 
Lady Ravenſworth, Lord Oſſory, General 
Elliſon, and a lady or two; but the depo. 
nent knows not, and cannot recollect any 
other particular orders of her Grace, re- 
lating to her being denied when Lord 
Oſſory was with her Grace: and he fur- 
ther ſaith, that it was his buſineſs to carry 
her Grace candles, and he generally did; 
but the deponent never found the dyor 
locked or otherwiſe faſtened, ſo as to pre- 
vent the deponent going in. | 

He further depoſes and ſays, that he 
heard and believes, and the deponent was 
in her Grace's houſe at Combe, on the 
twenty-third day of Auguſt laſt, when her 
Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton was de- 
livered of a daughter, begotten on her 
body, as the deponent believes, by Lord 
Oſſory, becauſe her Grace lived ſeparate 
8 from 
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from the Duke of Grafton, her huſband ; 
and Lord Oſſory was frequently alone with 
her Grace, in manner as by him before- 
mentioned: and further this deponent 
ſaith, that, from the ſteps that were taken, 
he does believe her Grace did what ſhe 
could to keep her delivery a ſecret. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that he 
knows not, nor can remember, any par- 
ticular orders of her Grace's to this de- 
ponent, or any of her Grace's ſervants, 


that if any company came, to deny her if 
Lord Offory was with her; and cannot 
recollect any other orders than by him 


before- mentioned; that the deponent did 


* obſerve Lord Offory's viſits to be very fre- 
quent to her Grace, and the deponent did 


not trouble himſelf or think more about 


He alſo depoſes and ſays, that Robert 
Adair, Eſq. a ſurgeon, did attend her 


Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton, at her 


houſe, in Seymour Place aforeſaid. 
He further depoſes and fays, that Lord 
Oſſory uſed frequently to come and viſit 


her Grace the Dutcheſs of Grafton, at 


1 her 
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her houſe at Combe, and was with her 
Grace ſeveral hours alone, and ſeveral 
times ſtaid till twelve and one o'clock in 
the morning; but this deponent did not 
take particular notice, and cannot ſay 
whether his Lordſhip did, or did not, viſit 
her Grace, on the twenty-ninth of June, 
as articulate ; that her Grace uſually fat in 
the afternoon in the breakfaſt-room, which 
was below ſtairs, and which room had a 
communication to anpther ragm which 
was unfurniſhed, ſaving a couch and x 
chair or two, and that there was a door 
from ſuch unfurniſhed- room into the 
hall. 

He further depoſes and ſays, that he 
knows not the particular day, but believes 
it might be on or about the third of July, 
as articulate, that Lord Offory came alone 
on horſeback, unattended by any fer- 
vant, to her Grace's houſe at Combe; and 
the deponent believes he did dine with 
her Grace that day, and continued alone 
with her till about twelve or one o'clock 
in the morning, when he was carried to

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He furthet depoſes and ſays, that he 
underſtood from her Grace's footman, 
who was then in waiting, but he knows 
not the day, that Miſs Pelham did come 
to viſit her Grace, and that ſhe refuſed 
ſceing Miſs Pelham, but the deponent was 
not then at home, and therefore is him- 
ſelf a ſtranger thereto ; that the ſaid Lord 
Offory was frequently with her Grace, 
and ſtaid till twelve and one o'clock in the 
morning; and the deponent well remem- 


bers his Lordſhip having a hackney- poſt- 


chaiſe from Kingſton, to carry him to 
London, but the deponent cannot depoſe 
as to the particular days, whether his 
Lordſhip was, or was not, with her Grace, 
on the ſeventh and ninth of July, as arti- 
culate, but the deponent thinks he might, 
as his Lordſhip generally viſited her Grace 
two or three times a week, and frequently 
ſtaid till twelve and one o'clock, as by 
him afore-mentioned.

He further depoſes and ſays, that he 
heard it mentioned in her Grace's family, 
by the ſervants, a few days before her 
Grace's delivery, that ſhe had given notice

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before, to prepare the houſe for her re- 
ception. * 

He alſo depoſes and ſays, that early in the 
morning, of the twenty-third of Auguſt 


EZ laſt, the deponent believes about five o' clock, 
he received from Mrs. Duparg, her Grace's 
EZ maid-ſervant, two notes, the one directed 
for Doctor Hunter, and the other to Mrs. 
BZ Tyſon, with directions to the deponent to 
# make haſte to London, and to bring Mrs. 
EZ Tyſon down with him, to her Grace's 
# houſe at Combe; that, in purſuance of 
ſuch orders, the deponent went upon one 


of her Grace's horſes to Kingſton, where

Grace's houſe, for a ſilver ſaucepan, and 
at ſuch time had a note directed for Mr. 
or Mrs. Alibert, the contents of which 
the deponent was a ſtranger to; that he 
delivered ſuch note to her Grace's coach- 
man in town, to carry to Mr. or Mrs, 
Alibert ; and the deponent, to the beſt of 
his remembrance, called the next morn- 
ing himſelf, at the ſaid Mr. Alibert's, and 
received a parcel from Mr. Alibert, which 
the deponent took, together with the aid 
ſilver ſaucepan, down to her Grace' $ houſe, 


at Combe. 


He further depoſes and ſays, that, du- 
ring the time of her Grace's lying-in, 
dinner was not carried up in the uſual 
manner, as it was previous to her deli- 
very; that he has ſeen nurſe Tyſon below 
ſtairs, and the deponent does not believe 
that ſhe was concealed in her Grace's bed- 

chamber, 
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chamber, and prevented from coming 
down ſtairs; that, from the time of her 
Grace's delivery, till near a month after- 
wards, the deponent never ſaw her, and 
he believes her Grace was not, during that 
time, ſeen by any of her men-ſervants : 
that her Grace's ſeryants, who were ſo 
ſent to London, remained, during her 
month of lying-in, at her Grace's houſe, 
in Seymour Place ; and to the beſt of the 
deponent's remembrance, when he went 
to London, he, in conſequence of direc- 
tions from her Grace, mentioned ſome 
time when they were to come down, but 
the deponent knows not the particular 
time, but he believes her Grace counter-

ROBERT FALGATE, ſervant to 
George Hatton, of Bromfield, in the 
county of Eſſex, Eſq. aged thirty-five 
years, a witneſs produced and ſworn, de- 
poſes and ſays, that, in the year 1763, he 
went to live with his Grace Auguſtus- 
Henry, Duke of Grafton, one of the par- 
ties in this cauſe, as footman to her Grace, 
Ann, Dutcheſs of Grafton, his wife, the 
other party in this cauſe; and thereby 
came to know their ſaid Graces; that 
he continued with the Duke till Auguſt, 


1764, 
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1764, when this deponent attended the 
Dutcheſs to the ſeat of Lord Ravenſ- 


worth, her Grace's father, in the North: 


that, whilſt they were there, her Grace 
told the deponent that ſhe believed, when 
ſhe went to town, ſhe ſhould not live 
with the Duke, and aſked the deponent if 
he would ſtay to be her Grace's footman, 
which the deponent agreed to: that her 
Grace came from her father's ſeat, in De- 
cember following, to her father's houſe, 
in St. James's Square, and from thence, 
ſoine ſhort time afterwards, ſhe removed 
to a houſe which ſhe had taken in Upper 
Groſvenor Street, and from Upper Grof- 
venor Street to Seymour Place: and he 
further ſaith, that her Grace conſtantly 
reſided in her ſaid houſes, when in town;

WILLIAM HUNTER, Doctor of 
Phyſick, of Windmill Street, in the 
county of Middleſex, aged forty-nine 
years, a witneſs produced and ſworn, de- 
poſes and ſays, that he hath known their 
Graces, Auguſtus-Henry Duke of Grafton, 
and Ann Dutcheſs of Grafton, his wife, 
the parties in this cauſe, ſeveral years, and 
ſo came to know them by attending her 
Grace as a phyſician and man-midwife, 
when her Grace was firſt with child by 
his ſaid Grace the Duke of Grafton, then 
Lord Euſton : and he further faith, that, 
ſome time the latter end of January, ot 
the beginning of February laſt, this de- 

ponent 
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ponent was applied to by Robert Adair, 
Eſq. ſurgeon, in Argyle Buildings, to have 
this deponent's opinion and advice, in a 
caſe which diſtreſſed him exceedingly; and 
told the deponent, that a lady ſuſpected 
herſelf to be with child in her huſband's 
abſence, and that ſhe had applied to him 
both as a friend, and as a perſon of ſkill, 
to aſſiſt her with his council in her diſ- 
treſs: and he further told the deponent, 
that he had been in ſuch diſtreſs fince he

Street, near the Seven Dials, was the nurſe 
the deponent had provided for the ſaid 
child, and to whom the deponent had 
agreed to give a guinea and a half per 
month : and the deponent, ſome time after 
he came home, ſent to Mrs. Geland to

He further depoſes and ſays, that, in 
conſequence of the deponent's directions 
to Mrs. Geland, to look out for a lodging, 
ſhe found one in Rathbone Place, which

ROBERT ADAIR, of Argyle Street, 
in the county of Middleſex, Eſq. aged 
fifty years, a witneſs produced and ſworn, 
depoſes and ſays, that he hath known his 
Grace Auguſtus-Henry Duke of Grafton, 
one of the parties in this cauſe, for ſeveral 
years laſt paſt; and by his Grace marry- 
ing Ann Dutcheſs of Grafton, the other 
party in this cauſe, the deponent became 
acquainted with her Grace ; that he fre- 
quently viſited them, as well as a friend, 
as in his profeſſion of a ſurgeon : and he 
further ſaith, that, ſoon after her Grace 
tne Dutcheſs of Grafton was brought to- 
bed of Lord Charles Fitz Roy, her Grace 

4 Li went 
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went into the country; and ſome time 
after that, the time when he cannot par- 
ticularly ſay, it was the public report that 
their Graces were to live ſeparate and apart 
from each other, which the deponent af. 
terwards found to be true, for he hath 
ſince viſited their Graces in their ſeparate 
houſes: and, by reaſon thereof, and be- 
cauſe the deponent hath never known or 
heard that they have ever been fince in 
company together, but always heard and 
underſtood the contrary ; and particularly 
becauſe the deponent, ſome time the latter 
end of January, or in or about the be- 
ginning of February laſt, requeſted the 
Duke to come to her Grace's houſe, and

He further depoſes and ſays, that, in 
the months of January and February laſt,

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this deponent did attend Lord Euſton, 
their Grace's ſon, at her Grace's houſe in 
Seymour Place, his Lordſhip being then 
ill: that one day, when he was attending 
his Lordſhip, he believes the latter end 
of the month of January, or the begin- 
ning of February, her Grace the Dutcheſs 
of Grafton and the deponent being alone, 
ſhe told the deponent that ſhe was in a 
very unhappy fituation ; and that every 
thing that was horrid and bad had hap-

do on the occaſion : that he received an

Upon hearing the depoſitions of the
